MR. CHAMBERLAIN. 


OTHER pens have done justice to Mr. JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN’'S 
afe—his strength of character, his will power, his statesmanship, his 
intellect, his genius for friendship, and his Parliamentary prowess: 
tlere it remains to say a grateful word in regard to his relationship 
with the Jewish people. We are not sure that the historian of the 
‘ture will not turn to the incidents in his career which brought the 
dead statesman into contact. with Jews, and point to them as 
the most characteristic of all his life. The readin-<s with which he 
proffered his aid to the late Dr. HERZL, first in rc. pect to a project 
«{ the Jewish Nationalist leader, and, that failing, with a big and 
penerous scheme of his own, will ever leave him a place in the heart 
cf the Jewish people. His proposal to settle Jews in East Africa was 
a proposition which came from his intense, though never maudlin, 
.ympathies. There must be many, now, who regret that they did not 
<ee the proposal as Mr. CHAMBERLAIN did in its proper perspective. 
ftut. however that be, the project stands asa record of this great man’s 

yinpathetic thought for our people. It is nota little significant that 

«e ardent a British patriot should be able to feel sympathy for the 
;atriotism of others, and even to initiate schemes for giving it legiti- 
mate satisfaction. This, in itself, was a tine service to mankind, for it 
was a resounding rebuke to the narrow-minded men who think that 
the best way of showing their devotion to their country is by 
denouncing the patriots of all other nations and,/lin particular, that 
nternational scapegoat, the Jew. 


The Realities of Jewish Sorrow.” 


\MBERLAIN’S activities were enlisted not only in the East 
| scheme. He strongly resented the ill-treatment of Jews and 
appreciated the abnormal and perilous position into which their lack 
1f a picd a terre -it was his own expression—placed them. How 
earnestly and strongly he felt on this matter may be gathered from his

\Ir. (CHAMBERLAIN was not afraid to declare bluntly that the Jewish 
problem was a disgrace and a'danger to European: civilisation, and to 
speak pointedly of the responsibility of the Christian nations. If the 
wune broad spirit informed other statesmen—indeed if influential 
le ws themselves took the same amount of troubleas Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
hammer-out some large constructive policy—the Jewish position 
would not have remained where it stands to-day. It may be that his 
~mtarnian faith bred in the great statesman a sense of closer fellowship 
with the race which has stood and suffered for the principles of Divine 
‘nity. But whatever the cause, we shall not cease to respect and 
-herish the memory of a man who seized the realities of the Jewish 
sorrow as few others had done, and befriended our people to his last 
day:

THE FREE SCHOOL. 


-IT is very pleasant to see the continued interest which Lord 
K\OTHSCHILD takes in the Jews’ Free School, as evidenced by hig 
attendance and speech last week, on prize distribution day. The 
CHIEF RABBI mentioned that the families.of many of the Committee 
and Managers had been connected with the schoo! since its foundation 
m 1&17. That is a satisfactory and a heartening fact. But no family 
has been more continuously and more honourably associated with the 
institution than the House of ROTHSCHILD, and.,the zeal that 
brought the present head of the family on a summer day, with the 
thermometer where it was, to address the annual gathering, is 


a typical example of the devotion which has been for so many 


years at the disposal of the school. Lord ROTHSCHILD and the 
other speakers were able to give a very good account of the progress 
of the institution, which fully retains the high standard and repute of 
former years. In addition the CHIEF RABBI was able to testify to 
the solid and advanced Hebrew instruction” that was being given. 
rhis is an important tribute-to the value of the Jewish voluntary. 
school—from the religious point of view—and makes us feel that, 
after all, our fathers were right when they saw in such institutions the 
best solution of the Jewish education question. We only wish that 
it were possible to multiply the Jews’ Free Schools in our midst: | 


The Falling off in Attendance. 


ON the question of the traffic difficulty. which stands in the way of 
some children attending the school Lord ROTHSCHILD is probably 
right in his estimate of the attitude of the local authorities towards the 
request for the provision of subways. - Still, the matter ought. not to 
be left there. It might be to the advantage of the London County 
Council to supply special vehicles for the conveyance of children 
across dangerous thoroughfares, as they do for helping crippled 
children to get to school. If there is any crowding in neighbouring 
schools the proposal would be better than building fresh accommo- 
dation. It the Council would not move, the step might possibly be 
taken by the community itself. We do not know whether the traffic 
difficulty exists in connection with other schools, or whether it is 
teally responsible for the whole of the falling-off in the attendance at 


the Free School, but <._.:::ing so, some concerted action in’ the 


matter might be desirable and possible. The matter is worth taking 
up, for the education authorities would hardJy desire that so 
magnificiently equipped and conducted an institution as the Jews’ 
Free School should not be working to its maximum capacity. 


THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND WOMEN FRANCHISE, 


WE are sorry to see that the motion to refer to a special Com- 
mittee the resolutions passed by a number of synagogues in favour of 
giving voting rights. to women seatholders has not been accepted by 
the Counci) of the United Synagogue. Evena resolution to refer the 
matter to the Executive Committee was lost, though by so smalla 
majority that we are encouraged to believe that the present attitude 
of the Council is only temporary. We cannot say that we are much 
impressed with the arguments used against the enfranchisement of 
women. The Council was reminded that only a small minority of the 


total number. of seatholders in the United Syriagogue had voted for 


the resolutions. But the proper way of estimating the proportion is 
by confining the calculation to the synagogues to which a_ resolution 
on the question was submitted. If the majority in favour of the 
motion was obtained at small meetings it can only be either because 
the congregations generally did not feel sufficiently strongly against 
it to Oppose it, or because they actually favoured it. In any case 
the very paucity of the attendances at the synagogue is the strongest 
argument that we can think of in favour of women’s enfranchisement. 
lor it shows that a new spirit 1s needed in the synagogue, and that 
votes should be given to those who desire, and would take the trouble: 
to exercise, them. Then the Council was warned that to confer the 
vote on women might lead to their holding synagogal office. We 
confess that we do not tremble at the prospect: If women can be 
placed on the Hoard of Gauardians and the Council, of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, we do net see why they should be disqualified from 
sitting onthe Hoard of Management of asynagogue, or even acting as 
Wardens or Financial Kepresentatives. Indeed Mr. ADLER mentioned 
that a case is on record in which a woman acted as Parnass in an 
Orthodox Synagogue, and we’are sure that she performed the duties of 
her office conscientiously and well.

egestion that as a natural corollary married, as well as single, 
women should be given the vote, we cordtally support. We can see 
no reason, in common sense or logic, why they should not. On the 
contrary, it is oust possible that the practical interest of such 
women in the synagogue might shame their husbands into 
copying ther example. As. for Mr. ALBERT M. 
contention that the change in the lUmted Synagogue Act 


necessitated by the enfranchisement of women, would lead to other 
changes which might | impair the Orthodox position,’ it is best 
answered by a moment's thought as to what the © Orthodox position” 
of the United Synagogue really is. But this sort of argument was 
satirised nearly a century ago by the inimitable Sydney Smith in his 
‘“Noodle’s Oration.” One alteration would lead to another, nothing 
would be safe, and the world would descend to Gehenna down. the 
slippery slope of change. ‘This ‘is the staple of all opposition to 
breaking with the past, and the last resort of social and _ political 
““mandarinism ”’ in all lands and ages. We have ere now expressed 
our opinion on the theory that Judaism can only exist astride an Act 
of Parliament, or worse, an addendum to an Act of Parliament. We 
can only trust that Mr. ADLER and his friends will go forward with 
their movement, in the knowledge that common justice and communal 
need will give it the victory at a not very distant date. 


STRIKES AND THE FOURTH COMMANDMENT. 


A UNION has been formed,.composed in the main of tailors, 
whose chief object is not shorter hours or increased wages, but an 
endeavour to make the Jewish Sabbath the rest-day of the week. This 
is surely quite a new departure in Trade Unionism, and none the less 
remarkable in that it emanates from a people who are so frequently and 
falsely derided as being steeped to the eyes in materialism. A work- 
men’s organisation with a religious basis is, in fact, such a novel 
experiment that it deserves attention. We hope sincerely that it will 
be a friendly attention, and that everything possible will be done to 
encourage the present movement. Some may wonder how the Union 
is to achieve its aims. Is it going to put into operation all the 
machinery which is usually set in motion for the less spiritual purposes 
of Trade Unionism? Are we to see strikes against employers who 
will not concede the Sabbath rest ? And are pickets to be posted, with 
a Rabbinical blessing—in the interests of the Fourth Commandment ? 
It would be a curious blending of the old and the new and something 
to stir the most sluggish imagination, but fortunately there is little 
probability of so picturesque a labour dispute. os | 


Peaceful Methods. 


THE speakers at a meeting of the Union, last Sunday, made it clear 
that their methods were peaceful, and in that they were wise. There 
is a great deal to be obtained in this matter by not resorting to militant. 
procedure. Some Jewish and other employers, at all events, would, 
we hope, be amenable to persuasion. If the men’s organisation were 
strong, and not, as now, @ comparative handful of two hundred persons, 


the persuasion would be all the stronger. We do not know what 
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trade difficulties, if any, stand in the way of the objects of the move- 
ment, but they are much more likely to be adjusted if the workers are 


banded together than if they are disconnected and without influence. } 


Employers who would not ordinarily take the trouble to meet the 


wishes of their workmen, might bestir themselves to do something 


towards solving the Sabbath problem, when confronted with a united 
demand of the men. It should, however, be the object of the Union 
to make the path smooth by educating public opinion on the matter, 
and encouraging such trade proficiency in its members that employers 
would think twice before sacrificing them on a question of the Sabbath. 
So far as Jewish employers are concerned, we appeal 'to them earnestly 
to do all in their power to meet the objects of the Union. We trust, 
too, that the community at jarge will assist it in the matter of finances, 
for, after all, this is not merely a tailors’ question. The Union is 
fighting not merely its own battle, but the hard battle of Judaism in 
this country, and whatever individual predilection or practice may be, 
encouragement should be afforded to those who are making ar earnest 
endeavour in what to them is the cause of conscience. 

IN THE PROVINCIAL NEWS. 

ONE of the interesting features of our provincial news this week 
is the widespread success of the Jewish students at the various 
universities. From Birmingham, Manchester, Leeds, Durham, 
Edinburgh, Liverpool and Sheffield, comes the same long tale of 
progress that we have been accustomed in the past to hear from 
Cambridge, while—an additional fact of interest—about a third of the 
Leeds Junior City Scholarships tenable at the High Schools have 
been carried off by Jewish children. A new Jewry is in fact growing 
up. In particular the Jews of the Provinces are beginning to take 
their place in the intellectual life of the nation. 
process is complete, it will astonish those of the present generation 
who may live to see it. How the development will affect our rela- 
tions with our Christian fellow-citizens, and what its effect will be 
upon the future of the community itself, are matters for speculation as 
well as points of profound interest. Mr. R.M.SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, 
ina letter he sends us this week, revives his theory that Jews’ 
College, if situated at Cambridge, would attract some of the students 
to the Ministry. We wonder whether some of the capable youths at 
the other University centres might not be drawn into the same high 
calling, even though the College remained in London. Perhaps if 
the College authorities worked out some scheme, some of the talent 
that is flowering so lavishly in the various academic centres might be 
brought to the service of the community. 


A Serious Complaint. | 


WHETHER so happy an achievement be possible or no, we can all 
hope that some of this Jewish ability will go to prosper Jewish work 
and ideals, and that either by the Jewish students’ unions now exist- 
ing, or in some other way, our youth at the Universities may be kept 
in living touch with the needs and ideals of the race. At the same 
time, we are compelled to. express our astonishment at the very 
serious indictment which a correspondent, signing himself “ A,” levels 
against the education authorities at Leeds because of their attitude 
towards Jewish teachers. Not only, he tells us, has the Jewish 
university-trained teacher difficulty in obtaining a post, even in an 
elementary school, but the Jewish students of the Council’s own 
Training College find it very hard to obtain a position, and have to go 
out to the colliery villages of the West Riding, there to endure hardships 
in anti-Jewish, and often hostile, surroundings. It is clearly worse 
than useless for Jews to study at the Universities if they are thus to 
be robbed of the fruits of their labours, and the local Communal 
Council has a clear call to take this matter up vigorously, ascertain 
the facts, and see, if the allegations are substantiated, that right and 
justice are done. |

THE DEAD STATESMAN AND THE JEWS. 


Mr. Chamberlain on the Jewish Problem. 


We have in a neighbouring column said something of the deep debt of 
obligation under which Mr. Chamberlain placed the Jewish people by his 
ready and willing help to Dr. Herzl. Both in regard to the El Arish project 
and to the East Africa scheme, which he urged as a pied a terre for the 
Jewish people, Mr. Chamberlain set his great influence at the disposal of 
the Jewish Nationalist leader. 


Mr. Chamberlain and Zionism. 


The Times, in a short sketch under the heading of “ Mr. Chamberlain 
and Zionism,” yesterday printed the following, from a Jewish correspondent :— 

One incident in the career of Mr. Chamberlain appears hitherto to have 
escaped his biographers. It was he who secured an offer from the British 
Government of the grant of territory for the purposes of a large autonomou, 
settlement for Jews. Towards the end of 1902 the late Dr. Herzl, the leader 
of the Zionist movement, thought it desirable, if possible, to found a Jewis), 
settlement at the nearest available point to Palestine, and fixed upon the 
El Arish Peninsula on the borders of the Mediterranean, between Egypt and 
Palestine. This project brought him to Mr. Chamberlain, who willingly 
rendered him the utmost aid in his power. A Commission appointed to 
inquire into the project, however, reported unfavourably. -In the meantime 
Mr. Chamberlain had been on his famous tour to South Africa, and on his 
return, hearing of the result of the: El Arish Commission, he sent for Dr. 
Herzl's emissary and suggested that he had seen a territory that would be 
eminently suitable for founding a Jewish settlement. He named a stretch 
of country between Nairobi and the top of the Mau Escarpment in Eas; 
Africa. 

Mr. Chamberlain's proposal provoked a prolonged and acrimoniou: 
contest, and in the end, after a Commission had been sent to East Africa, | 
it was rejected by the Zionist Congress with the very warmest expressions 
of thanks to Mr. Chamberlain and the British Government, and of the 
deepest regret that the offer could not be accepted. To these resolutions 
there was no dissentient voice. | | 

By this time Dr. Herzl had passed away and Mr. Zangwill determined toa 
endeavour to carry the rejected scheme to a successful issue. Mr. Chamber. 


lain was, however, no longer a member of the Government, and in any case 


it would not have been easy to re-engage the Government in favour of the 
project. For one thing, between the time when the offer was suggested 
by Mr. Chamberlain, and when the matter was taken up by Mr. Zangwill, 
considerable ‘opposition had manifested itself in East Africa, which had 
grown in prospective importance and value. But Mr. Chamberlain's 
sympathy was shown by a letter which he addressed to one of Mr. Zang- 
will’s lieutenants on November 11th; 1905. In this letter he said how 
greatly Dr. Herzl’s enthusiasm had impressed him and how he had regretted 
the adverse decision of the Zionist Congress, expressing also his willingness 


to assist Mr. Zangwill in every possible way. 


Herzl and Chamberlain. 


‘Tt is interesting,’ writes a correspondent, “to recall the fact that Dr: 
Herzl and Mr. Chamberlain, some time before the death of the former, were 
brought into near personal contact and the estimate these two great men— 
for Dr. Herzl was undoubtedly the greatest Jew of modern times —formed of 
one another. Of Mr. Chamberlain Dr. Herzl declared to the present writer :-—~ ~ 
‘He has a giant spirit (einen riesigen Geist), but his heart is larger still.’ 
‘Dr. Herzl,’ said Mr. Chamberlain to me, ‘has all the qualities of 
a great statesman, modified only by the constant burden of heart-sorrow 
for the afflictions of his people. No wonder these men were mutually 
attracted when they came to be acquainted.” | 

-** The Responsibility of Christian Nations.’’ 


The letter referred to in the Times article quoted above was addresse 
to Mr. Max Langermann, and was dated from Highbury, Birmingham, | 
November 11th, 1905, and reads as follows :— | 
-. [ beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of November 10th and in reply 
to assure you of my sincere and continued sympathy with the Jewish people so 
cruelly oppressed at the present time, and of my readiness to give all the support 
in my power to any scheme that offers a hope of practical relief from their 
sufferings. | 

When I first saw the late Dr. Herzl some years ago while I was still Colonial 
Secretary he greatly impressed me not only by his intense enthusiasm, but also by 
his practical appreciation of the difficulties in his way and of the means of 

His idea then was to appeal to the National sentiment of the Jews and to 
organise a great settlement on a sufficient area of vacant land somewhere under 
the British Flag, where with the help of large funds at the disposal of Jewish 
Organisations, and under a system of extended Municipal Institutions which 
would allow full play for Jewish aspirations without actually creating an 
Imperium in imperio, the Jewish refugees from tyranny and persecution might 
develop the resources of a British Colony and find a home for themselves. 

This conception of Dr, Herzl strongly appealed to me as being the first 
promising attempt to solve a problem, the existence of which in its present form 
is a disgrace and danger to European civilisation. 

I was sorry when I learned that the report of the Commission sent out to 
examine the territory offered by the British Government was unfavourable and 
still more to notice the decision of the Basle Zionist Congress, after Dr. Herzl's 
death, to abandon the project altogether. |

NE of the finest similes ever employed by the great Statesman who 
has just gone to his final rest was that in which he said that great 
men are like great mountains—we could not appreciate their 
altitude while yet we are near to them. His observation was a

.negyrics upon the great Nationalist leader have been copious. Those who 
were most bitterly opposed to him and _ his policy while he yet lived 
have been among those who have come to recognise that he 
man great in himself, great in his aspirations, and great 
ii hrs ideals. Those who followed Dr. Herzl during his lite 
iil worship his memory as the leader of a party in Judaism. But just as 
tho. who were his opponents while conceding the greatness of the man have 
corned nothing of his life, have become educated not at all to the meaning 
of lus career, those who supported him have learned not much more. For 
(hey cramp and cabin and confine his life and his work to the party which 
he led. Herzl was bigger than any movement, greater than any section of 
Jewry, Just as he was greater than Jewry itself. He set himself a mission 
to perform, to grapple with the Jewish problem upon political lines and it was 
in service of that idea that he formed the Zionist movement. The mistake 
which his followers constantly labour under, and which is accountable 
for so much in the movement as it has been since his death, is that Herzl was 
the result of the movement. The fact is that the movement was merely an 
!nstrument which Herzl adopted for the purpose of his policy. It was merely 
accidental that he found in the Zionist idea an implement or a tool which he 
imagined was the best then at his hand that he could make subservient to his 
aspirations. But the point is that if circumstances had been otherwise and 


he had found ready a better instrument he would ‘not have chosen the 
Zionist movement,

_ To one like the present writer who has never seen eye to eye with the 
policy pursued by Herzl and still less with some ‘of the principles upon 
which the Zionist movement to-day insists, and yet less again with the 
methods that have been pursued by the Zionist organisation since Herzl 
passed away, it seems remarkable that so great a man, with a 
goal so fine, so praiseworthy, one which any Jew worthy the name 
must have applauded and supported, should have lacked just that 
something which impelled him to utilize not by any means the best sort of 
machine or machinery for the purpose he had in mind. It is remarkable 
he should not have formed an organisation more fitting and more useful than 
the re-hash of the Chovevi Zionist movement, which Herzl’s movement in 
reality was, It ig probable that at the root of this mistake was a glaring 
defect of Herzl’s character, his impetuous impatience which Zangwill 
crystallised by once denominating him the “ motor-car mosheach.” 

It has been said that Herzl all along had a strong premonition of: his 
early death. It has been pleaded that it was his overmastering anxiety 
to do something concrete and palpable for the Jewish people to which hig 
hurry was accountable. Be this as it may, if he had been a little more 
leisurely, he would not have based his operations upon the Zionist move- 
a He would have waited till he could have formed an organisation on 
sei and broader lines free from the comparative pettiness of Chovevi 
— with its ideas concentrated round the “ bigotry and virtue” notion 
of Palestine. Herzl could then have formed a movement more in accord 
with his own intéllectual stature. He would have formed a movement 
which would have been as much bigger than Zionism as he himself was 
greater than the organisation associated with his name. 

But the decade Jahrzeit of Herzl induces other thoughts which have 
among them the fact that the Jewish question remains to-day practically 
See it was. It is modified only by what has taken place in recent years 

Palestine. Yet it is just possible that in the circumstances the develop- 
ments in Palestine may themselves become just another facet in the general

Jewish problem. The large migration of our people into Palestine cannot, 
under the conditions that prevail, be otherwise than fraught with at least an’ 
element of anxiety, if not of danger. The absence of anything like the political 
foundation which was the very kernel of Herzl’s policy, but which was never: 
accepted by the Jewish people, or even fully by the Zionist movement, renders 
it questionable as to how far the population that is foregathering in Palestme 
is safe even from itself. Wecan disregard for the moment what may be 
termed the material danger. 
of Jewish destiny is a moral danger, the danger that our people that have 


settled there may become not Jews in any National sense, but at best Jews | 


in only the religious sense. Perhaps they may become Jews only in the 
communal sense, or they may be “ persuaded"’ Jews of Turkish (or “ X 


‘Nationality, just as Palestine remains part of the present Empire or falls 


under the sway of some other Power. The surest fence against this 
débacle of Jewish Nationalism in Palestine is to be found in the renascence 
of Hebrew as the language of our people in the land. And yet it is note- 
worthy that the struggle for Hebrew, so-called, has received its support in 
the main, not because Hebrew is the language of a people, not because it is 
the soul of our people, but because it is associated with Jewish worship, 


with Jewish prayer, and has an overmastering religious call upon the faith of 


the Jew. 


* 


It was Herzl’s idea that he could lift the Jewish people to an eminence 


in which they would regard Nationality as the highest form of their faith 


and the finest expression of their religion. It was his fond notion that he 
could bring back our people to the sublime ‘heights which Moses of old 
reached when in that supreme sentence he declared in the name of the 
Almighty himself: “ Behold I took you out of Egypt to become unto Me a 
Nation.’’ Not until our people become a nation again, was Herzl’s con- 
tention, could they effectually perform their religious mission. to the world. 
Jews, he said, had placed the cart before the horse in imagining that out 
of religion Nationality would grow. He on the contrary had no doubt 
that the truest and highest and best exposition of trne Judaism must grow 
out of Jewish Nationality. And if we are practically as we were is it, not 
some evidence that even a decade of Jahrzeite has been insufficient as an 


‘interval, has formed a distance insufficient for the Jewish people, to estimate 


the altitude of Herzl ? 

Only because there is a respite from the sharper and more agonismg 
forms of the Jewish problem, or because the process of fime has caused us 
to regard as a matter of course the horrible tragedies which go to form that 
problem to-day, do we go on in humm-drum acquiescence living as a people 
from hand to mouth, from day to day, and ignoring the warning which con- 
stituted the life and work of Herzl. The rolling to and fro of our Jewish 
emigrants, their constant settling in place after place. thus relieving the 
pressure of the Jewish problem here only to accentuate it there, the Luft 
Idee which is the whole purview of the Jew, his alternation between his 
subservience to Jewish conditions and his subservience to his non-Jewfsh 
surroundings, his position in the Ghetto little better than his position 
under conditions of emancipation, his position under conditions of 
emancipation in some respects indeed more morally degrading than his

see, all this we tolerate, against all this we lift not a finger. We 
are like eels which have become used to skinning. And yet, although we 


cannot yet appreciate at its true dimensions the altitude of Herzl, each year 


that goes by seems to make his prophecy to ring the truer in the ears of 
those who will listen. Each year renders his warning more insistent to 
those who will heed. He never tired proclaiming that the Jewish position 
as it isis in the nature of things bound to become entirely intolerable, that it 
is infinitely easier for the Jew to find himself than to lose himself, infinitely 
more to the advantage of civilisation, and that in the nature of things the 
Jew cannot long remain in his present position and condition, while only in 
the National sense is there any hope for his future destiny. 
. * * 

Those of us who have never ranged themselves as Zionists may yét 

listen attentively to the insistent warning of Herzl’s career, to the prophecy 


which grows in intensity year by year. Need we wait until “ something " 
occurs which will pitch us into panic before some of us endeavour to take a 
sane and sober, as well as a wide and all-embracing purview Of the Jewish pro- 
blem? And if we cannot perform the task of pondering the Jewish problem 
with Herzl’s ability and Herzl’s outlook’on things, at least we may do it each 
to his best, and thus pay deference to the great Jew’'s life, the tenth 
anniversary of the closing of which we will in a day or two be celebrating. 

And now I am not a bit pleased with myself. Our CHILDREN’S

To THE Epitror.—From “ONE WHO KNOWS.” 

Srr,—* Mentor's” article in your last week's issue was so unfair, and the 
version he gave of what took place recently at Jews’ College in connection with 
the teaching of Homiletics was so incorrect, that I consider it the duty of one who 
knows, in the interests of the institution and of the Community, to place the facts 
before your readers. | 


Before I relate the actual recent happenings at Jews’ College, I must make a 
few preliminary remarks. 

Since 1902 (or thereabout) the lecturers in Homiletics changed every two 
years, various metropolitan ministers having held the appointment. A few years 
ago a feeling began to gain ground in the Council that it would be advisable 


to entrust the teaching of Homiletics to a permanent member of the Staff, who, | 


prior to his appointment to a lectureship at Jews’ College, was for several years a 
successful preacher in an Anglo-Jewish congregation, and who was known to 
possess considerable gifts as a pulpit and platform orator. It took some time 
before this idea was realised. Opportunity was given to various members of the 
Council (among them the late Chief Rabbi ?’¥’?) to hear that gentleman preach in 
several London Synagogues. The result was that two years ago the gentleman in 
question was entrusted by the Council with the teaching of Homiletics. The idea 
was to have the teaching of Homiletics permanently in the hands of this member 
of the Staff. It was also felt that permanency and continuity would be of great 


advantage to the students. As a matter of form, the appointment was made 
renewable from year to year. The lecturer applied himself to his new tay 
with zeal, and his teaching of Homiletics gave complete satisfaction. 
He brought to the students a new outlook on preaching and taught 
them the essence of a Jewish sermon. While showing to what tse 
Biblical verse and Midrashic saying can be put, the lecturer also laid prea 
stress on good English style. He recommended to the students the reading of the 
great English writers and showed them how much benefit they could derive 
from becoming intimately acquainted witha style like that, for instance, of Rusk:q. 
When Dr. Jowett's book on preaching appeared (about a year and a half ago), the 
lecturer spent several hours in explaining to the students Dr. Jowett’s views on 
preaching and in discussing many important passages in that book. The progres; 
the students began to make in the art of sermon-writing soon became visible. Afier 
a year, the appointment was renewed. 

After these preliminary remarks, which are necessary for the understanding of 
the present position, I will lay before your readers the facts in connection wiih 
the present controversy. | 

At the last Education Committee meeting, which took place on Thurs«liy, 
May the 28th last, the renewal of the appointment of the present lecturer jy 
Homiletics was to have come up for recommendation, There was, however, on tie 
Agenda a motion by the Rev. A. A..Green aiming at a change in the appoint. 
ment.. A few days before that meeting the Chief Rabbi paid a visit (his first and 
only visit) to the Homiletics class. The Chief Rabbi came in towards the end of 
the lecture. A student had read a sermon which was being criticised by the ¢!as5 
and the lecturer, who again pointed out some of the essentials of a sermon. After 
a while the Chief Rabbi asked the lecturer a few questions. <A short conversation 
ensued, and the lecture coming toa close, the Chief Rabbi left without makin 
any suggestion whatsoever with regard to the teaching of Homiletics. 

A few days later the Education Committee meeting took place. It was very 
largely attended. There the Rev. A. A. Green moved the resolution mentioned 
above, and gave a lengthy speech setting forth the necessity of having an Eng!:,!) 
man as the teacher of Homiletics. His arguments did not meet with the approv 
of the overwhelming majority. of the Committee, who pointed out tha 
the present teaching was quite satisfactory, and that the best that could 
be done in the interests of the students was to renew the present appo.n: 
ment. To the surprise of the members present, the Chief Rabbi delivered a speo.h 
strongly supporting the motion of the Kev. A. A. Green, and demanding an“ Eny!:s! 
man” as the Homiletical teacher. A discussion ensued, in which many member, 
again pointed to the advantages of the present teaching and showed the untenability 
of the arguments of the Rev. A.A. Greenandthe Chief Rabbi. The Principal also 
explained that in the last two years the students had made great progres, 
Homiletics and he strongly recommended the renewal of the appointment o: the 
present lecturer as being in the best interests of the students. Finally an amend 
ment to this effect was carried nem. con. and the re-appointment was thus reso! ved 
upon by nearly the whole of the Education Committee. 

Usually resolutions of this kind from the Education Committee are passed hy 
the Council as a matter of course. The Chief Rabbi, however, did not rex 
satistied with the result of the deliberations of the Education Committee. He 
appears to have agitated against the resolution come to, trying to make mich 
capital of the conversation that took place on his visit to the Class. Finally a, 1 
compromise, it was suggested that while the present lecturer in Homiletics was 
to be reappointed, the Rev. A. A. Green was to be appointed Honorary Teacher 
of the Technique (English style, etc.}, of Homuletics. 

On Wednesday, June 24th, the Council meeting took place. Several member, 
did not attend, thinking thatthe resolution of the Education Committee would be 
passed as a matter of course. But at the meeting the suggestion that had resul:1 
from various ‘‘ conversations” outsidethe Council and above referred to was broue!it 
forward as a definite resolution, to the great surprise of those who did not know wha, 
had been in progress. Several members of the Council objected to this “ prepare” 
resolution (or rather amendment) on the ground that the matter was primarily for 
the decision of the Education Committee, and it was moved that the matter be 
referred back to the Education Committee. The Chief Rabbi again delivere! a 
speech similar to the one he gave at the Education Committee. In the end, and 
despite all efforts both within and without the Council on the part of the Ch at 
Rabbi, this motion was defeated only by the casting vote of the Chairman. 
Then the prepared resolution was carried amid the protests of many members

NEW RESTRICTIONS, 
rhe Minister of the Interior has addressed a memorial to the Cabinet draw- 
ing ts attention to the “evil effect” on the peasants produced by the Jewish agents 
for ayricultural machines, and to the audacity of those agents in acquiring estates. 


He asked his colleagues to draft a series of restrictions against those agents. He 
also informed the Cabinet that the Ministry of Commerce raised no objections to 
roposal.

luring the Tsar's tour in the South of Russia a deputation of Jewish colonists 
told His Majesty of their strong attachment to the land.

TRIAL OF LAWYERS AND ITS CONSEQUENCES, 


Although the Government understands how to introduce the Duma element 
into festivities of the type of the reception of the English Fleet and how to display 
its Parliamentary institution before foreign visitors, it commits disastrous blunders 


in its tactics at home. The trial of lawyers has been another of those acts which | 
made a good many enemies of the Government among the Moderates. It revived 


the Beilis controversy, and proved plainly, as the Kiev/anin stated, that only the 
Opponents of the ritual murder theory were systematically punished by the 
Government. Of great interest to us Jews were the messages from Christian 
workmen, congratulating the lawyers on their fight against anti-Semitism. Wires 
expressing sympathy from all parts of the Empire and from abroad also reached 
the lawyers who had been convicted. The trial demonstrated to the people the 
purity of the motives of the Jewish defenders, whereas the frequent discovery 
of the frauds committed by Real Russians and last week's arrest of the members 


of the Tcheberakova gang, Singayevsky and Rudzinsky, in connection with a 


robbery, vividly exposed the morals of the opposite camp. 
A PETITION OF CAUCASIAN JEWS. 


A number of Caucasian Jews have petitioned the Government to accord to them 
the same privileges enjoyed by the Karaites on the ground that they, too, were not 
Talmudic ” Jews. The petition was rejected, but the Viceroy of the Caucasus 
abolished the percentage norm in the educational institutions recently introduced 
for the Caucasian Jews. .

JEWISH PATRIOTISM IN AUSTRALIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


SYDNEY. 

A remarkable tribute to the public spirit of the Jewish citizens of Australia 
appears.in the April number of the official Commonwealth Military Journal. The 
writer of an article on “The Real Australian,’ by which, he explains, he means 
the second generation born in Australia of pure British descent, complains that the 


first generation is too often vulgarised by the worship of material prosperity. Yet, 
he proceeds : | 


{t 1s noticeable in the work so many of us are committed to—the founding of an 


_Austrahian National Army—that, with the exception of certain homebirds, who are 


inevitably mos ed by a British rather than an Austrahan Spirit, those who have given most 
evidence of a pure Australian patriotism—always excepting the real Australian—are the 
ancient people of Israe}. If it be true, as has been said, that a nation gets the Jews it 
deserves; this nation must indeed be worthy. It may be because this people has for 
centuries been a race unpoliuted, but has had no nationality, that it is ready here to adopt 
Australian nationality without reservation. There are no officers in the Australian Army 
readier to make gratuitous sacrifices for the good of the se vice than those who are proud 
to acknowledge their Hebrew origin and associations; and their priests, leaders and 
writers present a solid phalanx to the mawkish sentiment of the cheap peace-at-any-price 
school. It is also to the credit of the Australian people that they are beginning to realise 
that the way to get most savour and value out of the “salt of the earth’ is not to afflict 
it with the horrors of the Gabelle. | 

The feeling of sthe writer is happily far from being exceptional. It struck 
home to the public imagination that the solitary instance of a blessing being asked 
in public worship on the inaugural day of the Defence Act for Universal Training, 
January Ist, 1911, although that was a Sunday, was at the Jewish Chanucah 
service held on that occasion. In the pages of the Commonwealth Military 
Journal itself, Jewish names have been as prominent as in other defensive 
activities. The first gold medal essayist was Colonel John Monash, now 
commanding the i3th Infantry Brigade, and prizes for articles in the journal have 
twice been won by Lieut. Leo Levy, Melbourne University Rifles. In the current 
number of the journal appears an article by Lieut. Harold Cohen, Australian 
Engineers; and for the July number another is announced by Lieut. Basil Cohen, 
Z2ist Infantry. The latter two young officers are the sons of Rabbi Cohen, of this 
city. urther, besides Rabbi Cohen, the Revs. J. Danglow and S. M. Solomon, 
of Melbourne, and the Kev. D. I. Freedman, of Perth, have proved themsel, es 
invaluable Chaplains alike to the Defence League and to their own community. 


ORTHODOXY IN THE UNITED STATES. 


The Committee of the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations, and the 
Committee appointed by the Union of Orthodox Rabbis held a joint meeting 
in the Synagogue Kehilath Jeshurun, New York, on June 15th. After full 
deliberation, the following resolution was carried unanimously : | 

That itis the sense of this meeting that the religious principles and objects of the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis and of the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations of 
America are identical, and that in order to strengthen Orthodox Judaism in America, it is 
advisable to form a standing joint committee representing the two bodies. 

The officers’ of the Jaint Committee are the Rev. Dr. Bernard Drachman, 
President; the Revs. Meldola De Sola, M. S. Margolies, New York, and Dr. 
Moses Hvamson, Messrs. Simon M. Roeder, Edwin Kaufman, and Samuel I. 
Hyman, Vice-Presidents; Mr. Jacob Hecht, Treasurer; Messrs. Isidore Hershfield, 
Morris Engleman and Albert Lucas, Hon. Secretaries. Among the members of 
the Executive Committee are the Revs. Dr. H. Pereira Mendes and Dr. D. de 
Sola Pool. 

The Committee will be separate and apart from synagogue affhliauon. While 
no resolution to that effect was passed at the recent Convention of the Union the 
attitude of the delegates was that as far as possible connection should be avoided 
with any organisations except those composed exclusively of Orthodox Jews. 

In his sermon during the recent convention of the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations, the Rev. Meldola de Sola, of Montreal, made a vigorous attack 
upon so-called Conservatism. He said that while the principles of radical Reform 
were antagonistic to those of Orthodoxy, the radical leaders had the merit of not 
sailing under false colours. They were at least frank and outspoken in their 
opposition to the tenets of Orthodoxy. Conservatism was simply a euphemism for 
Reform in its earher stages. While it did not shock Orthodox sentiment by 
assailing the traditional view of the Bible, it was quite as effective as Radicalism 
in destroying the traditional character of the synagogue service, and was a stepping- 
stone to Radicalism. The United Synagogue of America, organised by Dr. 
Schechter, was fraught with greater danger to Orthodox Judaism than the Central 
Conference, whieh was known to be a Reform body. The United Synagogue com- 
prised Orthodox and Conservative congregations, and so belittled the essential 
difference between them. Its tendency was to pave the way for innovations in 
synagogues hitherto Orthodox. Like Amalek of yore, it fell upon the weary and 
the feeble—upon those who were weary with the ceaseless struggle required by 
Orthodoxy, or too feeble to withstand the blandishments of a sentimentalism which 


buried consistency and loyalty to principle in a sophistical advocacy of brotherhood 


and good feeling.

CONGRESS OF THE AGUDAS YISROEL.

FRANKFORT. 

The first annual Congress of the Agudas Yisroel will be held here from the 
>srd to the 31st August. In addition to the consideration of the Constitution, the 
‘ollowing matters will be discussed: Training of the growing youth in study of, 
and loyalty to, the Torah; the work of observant Jews in Palestine; and the 
economic situation of Jewry. Consequent on the summoning of the Congress 
many groups have been formed in almost every country, so that a large attendance 
. anticipated. Naturally the Organisation is not free from attack. For instance, 
n the last issue of the Jtidischen Monatsheften, a paper edited by Dr. Isaac 
Hreuer, the latter exults at the triumph of his party and publishes what purports to 
be a Constitution of the Agudas Yisroel. In reply, the Executive of the Aguda 
has issued a'statement in which it declares that the alleged Constituticn has not 
been adopted and that, as before, all Jews loyal to the Torah are eligible for 

embership of the Agudas Yisroel. I gather that the Congress will stand by the 
present Executive and will meet every move to promote any special party in 
orthodoxy by passing to the order of the day.

Sir,—I was very surprised to read in your columns an acknowledgment 


of the value of the Ito’s Galveston work for Russian and American Jewry. 


Surprised, because recognition of work done is the last thing one expects 
from the Jewish public or the Jewish Press. The Zionist Press, in particular, 
bas exulted over the impending cessation of this work, as if it marked a 
failure rather than the completion of a programme. As a matter of fact, we 
have continued for some two’ years longer than we announced at this 
hewing-out of a pathway along which the feet of the masses may now go 
without artificial stimulus. Yet no less responsible a person than Dr 
Katzenelsohn, Chairman of the Jewish Colonial Trust, has hailed the alleged 
break-down of the work, explaining unctuously (according to your issue of 
June 19th): “It is seen now to be a mistake to endeavour to influence 
emigrants as to the way they should go.” So far from its being seen to be a 
mistake, we have every hope and belief that our pioneering labours have 
opened out a vast stretch of Western America to Russo-Jewish emigration. 
In any case this declaration of the error of influencing emigrants comes 
curlously from one of the chiefs of the Zionist Movement. Palestine, 
whatever its spiritual advantages, has far fewer economic opportunities 
to ofter the emigrant than the area served by the Port of Galveston. Dr.

Sir Frederick Banbury, M.P., presided last Friday at the annual dinner i 
connection with the Metropolitan Hospital (Kingsland Road), when the funds ©: 
the institution received support from donations and annual subscriptions to the 
amount of £4,737. Now in its seventy-ninth year, the hospital ministers to the 
medical and surgical requirements of about 1,800 in-patients and 37,000 out-patient. 
annually, the number of attendances of the latter class exceeding 153,00) 
Including a children’s ward and two wards which are reserved for Jewish sufferer, 
the hospital contains 123 beds for patients, but if sufficient funds could be raised t) 
build a nurses’ home that number might be increased to thirty-six, the extra 
accommodation referred to being at present used to house the nursing staff. Fo. 
this scheme between £10,000 and £12,000 will be required, but the fact that the 
extension is urgently needed is scarcely surprising when it is mentioned thai 
the hospital is situated in a district in which there live nearly half a million o: 
London's poorest inhabitants. Even with their existing responsibilities, tle 
committee of management have to find nearly £16,000 a year, and the whole 0: 
this, with the exception of less than £700, which is derived from investments, ha> 
to be gathered from the public.

An Appreciative Listener. 
To THE Epitor.—From Mr. M. MARZYNSKI, 48, Grant Street, Glasgow. 


51R,—-Allow me to indorse your statement in connection with the Chief Rabbi's 
visit to Glasgow. 

During the thirty-three years I have lived in this city, I have never heard a 
more conscientious Rabbi than Dr. Hertz. His preaching in the Garnethill 
Synagogue was full of learning and knowledge. He gave a fine example of our 
ancestors’ occupations, pointing out that even although they were ploughmen, etc., 
they were still Jews of much learning and sublime ideals. 

With reference to the Chief Rabbi's discourse in the South Portland Street 
Synagogue, although it was concise, it was relevant. What I understood the Chief 
Rabbi meant to convey by ‘Am Haaratzim” was that peace is essential in every 
community, and where there is no peace there is no progress, and being men of 
Talmnudical learning, they should not be at loggerheads with one another. People 
always expect more from men of learning, and it is unfortunate that some of these 
people have misunderstood the Chief Rabbi's meaning of ‘‘ Am Haaratzim.” 

It is, to say the least, unfortunate that the Chief Rabbi should feel himself 
compelled to explain, if not to explain ay1v, words employed by him on tke 
important oc:asion of a provincial tour. Luu: Dr. Hertz should have thought for 


an instant of saying what was imputed to him— virtually that those whom he called 
the “foreign ” Jews in this country were Haaratzim unthinkable. But it 
is to be regretted that he was not more considerate of the sensitiveness—by ‘na 
means reprehensible, all considered—which.animates our people, especially, be it 
noted, whenany doubt about their intellectual equipment is ventured. Much as we 
regret the occurrence, we observe with pleasure that our people refuse to sit. still 
under what they conceived, however wrongly, to have been an. insult, though 
directed against them by one holding so exalted an office as does Dr. Hertz. 

In the course of the explanation which presumably was obtained from Dr. 
Hertz, we note that he speaks of “foreign” congregations. We object to this 
differentiation between Jew and Jew in precisely the same way as we objected to 
the differentiation recently by the Times, of Jews who were a danger to the State 
in Kussia, and those who were a necessity to Russian finance, equally as we 
objected to Jews being called Russia's Jews and set in contradistinction to Jews of 
other countries. What, pray, does Dr. Hertz mean by a “foreign” Jew? Upon 
what does he base his discrimination as between “foreign” and ‘‘ English”? Is it 
a question of birth? Then the present Chief Rabbi, like his two predecessors, isa 
“foreign” Jew, and so are the bulk of the seatholders of synagogues in- the 
provinces as well as in London. No Jew is, or ought to be, “foreign” to a Chief 
Rabbi of all people in the world ; certainly members of his own flock ought not. 
We are surprised-that Dr. Hertz should have been led into the expression, and we 
doubt not he will avoid it in the future now the matter has been pointed out to him. 
Nothing could be fraught with greater danger to our common weal than Jews 
differentiating between Jew and Jew. When the sense of the Unity of Israel is no 
more we can write finis to Our existence as a people. . Nor will the basic principle 
of our faith long survive. It was not for nothing that the author of one of the 
most beautiful of our morning prayers linked up poetically the faith in the Unity 
of Jews with the belief in the Unity of God.—Jewish World.

Hewasa lcving parent, all that aconscientious, upright, 
religious Jew ought to be hey had also seen him outside the community taking 
part in the general education, always ready to help and work, and give of the best 
that God had given him. And now he had approached his Maker, with that 
meekness so characteristic of that good man, .

It was not for them to question God's 
wisdom. They had to take it as another token of mercy, though often they were 
not able to understand the ways of God.

Women and the Synagogue. 
The SECRETARY reported the receipt of resolutions passed at the annual meet- 
of the Great, Borough, Hammersmith, Hampstead, and North London 
‘ues on the subject of conferring on women who were seatholders in their

right the same powers of attending and voting at all meetings of constituent 
‘woyues as were now enjoyed by male seatholders. 
‘Mir. E. N. ADLER moved that the matter be referred to a special committee. 
tie said that the resolution had been passed by five synagogues which were 
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certainly not the least important in the United Synagogue. The resolution had 
previously been adopted at the New West End and the Brondesbury Synagogues. 
There was no trace. of “ suffragettism” in the resolution. They in England had 
found that women were more spiritual and more religiously inclined than men. 
In the JEWISH CHRONICLE there was some mysterious reference suggesting that 
there was already a Committee in existence which could deal with this matter. He 
did not know whether that was so or not but he thought there should be a Com-. 
mittee to consider what steps should be taken to carry out the idea embodied in the 
resolution. He quoted from the Talmud to show that in olden times women 
enjoyed special religious privileges, and the inscriptions in the catacombs in Rome 
showed that there were women who were described as “the mother of the syna- 
gogue,” and there was even a record of a lady Parnass' Even before the United 
Synagogue was founded, the right of voting had been conferred on the widows of 
privileged members. Women had the right of voting in the Reform and Western 
Synagogues, and in every religious body except the Catholics aud the Church of 
England women had equal rights. He hoped that if the Committee were appointed 
it would leave the door open to making the franchise even wider than was suggested 
in the resolution. 
Mr. M. Duparc seconded the motion in which he claimed a parental interest. 
At the Brondesbury Synagogue which had been the first to pass this resolution 
it had been moved by his son, and nearly thirteen years ago he had moved the 
appointment of a committee to consider the Act of Parliament and to recommend 
such alterations as might be necessary and he had then referred to the desirability 
of extending the franchise to lady seatholders in their own right. That was not 
the occasion to enter into a discussion of reasons why the Committee had not 
reported, but it was known that the Committee had fully considered the Act and 
one of the suggestions it agreed to put forward was in the sense of the resolution. 
Mr. JOSEPH TRENNER said that he had moved a resolution on this matter 
fourteen years ago. He thought it would be difficult to find any argument against 
the suggestion of extending the franchise to women. 
Mr. JOSEPH PRAG supported the proposal, but thought that the wives of seat- 
holders should also be enfranchised. Mothers had more concern in the preserva- 
tion of Judaism than old maids or widows. 
Mr. A. H. JESSEL thought Mr. Prag’s suggestion was a very valuable one. 
_He claimed that at an even earlier date than those that had been mentioned he had 
introduced this question. Sir Stuart Samuel and he had brovvht forward a motion 
twenty years ago. The only objection that could be raised to viving married women 
the vote was that it might double the influence possessed by the husband. He 
pointed out that if the proposal was carried tt would mean adding 2,479 voters to the 
5,388 seatho!ders who now had the vote. He hoped the report of the Committee, if 
appointed, would be as concrete as possible, so that the changes could be con- 
venicntly put into effect. tes 
Mr. A. M. Woo.Lr opposed the motion. He said that only about 100 seat- 
holders had voted for this resolution out of over five thousand. He thought that 
the change was useless unless women were religiously given a position in the 
synagogue. Any change in the Act would lead to other chanpes which might 
impair the orthodox position. | 
Mr. [. LANDAU said he did not anticipate any such danger as had been alluded 
to by Mr. Woolf. He thought a good case had been made out for the appointment 
of a Committee. | 
Mr. L. B. FRANKLIN supported the motion. He said that a new spirit was 
abroad among Jewish women, who desired to take their share in the administrative 
side of synagogal work. 
Mr. GUSTAVE Tuck also supported the motion, which was opposed by 
Messrs. S. J. Kempner, R. Sonnenthal, Alfred Solomon and 5S. Myers, w!:o pointed 
out that if women received the vote they would be entitled to hold othce in the 
synagogue. 
Mr. P. BARNETT opposed the motion which, he thought, would only create 
trouble. 
Mr. H. J. WALFORD said that if only asmall proportion of seatholders had 
| voted for this resolution a still smaller proportion had voted ayainst it. | 
Mr.-E. N. ADLER briefly replied to the discussion, 
The CHAIRMAN enjoined the Council to appreciate the fact that the course 
proposed was a serious step which must not be hghtly entered upon

SITUATIONS FOR JEWISH BOYS AND GIRLS.

Six,—In your issue of the 3rd inst., there is a letter from Miss Jessel, which 
‘should not be allowed to go unanswered. | 

Jewish employers, who keep their offices or shops open on Saturdays, may 
be divided into two classes. Firstly, those who keep neither Holy-days nor 
Saturdays; secondly, those who do not attend at their office themselves, but leave 
the work to be performed by their subordinates on Holy-days and Saturdays. 
There is also the managing-director of a company, himself a Jew, but working 
for the shareholders of his company. 

The objections put forward by these two latter types of employers against 
employing their coreligionists, is that the whole staff works on the Saturday, and 
an exception so the rule would be most certain to arouse jealousy on the part of 
other employees... A remedy for this might be found in suggesting a reduced wage, 
or in making Saturday work compulsory. The former course would not be 
accepted by the employee, and the latter course would most certainly be against 
the conscience of the employer.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
PROFESSOR RICHARD GOTTHEIL. 


MONG the numerous visitors who have within the last few weeks 
been in London is Professor Richard Gottheil, the Orientalist, of 
Columbia University, New York. The learned professor is well known 

to the readers of the JewiSH CHRONICLE, to which he has on more than one 
occasion contributed, and which has published previous interviews with him. 
Professor Gottheil is a man of many activi- 
ties, and has recently completed a volume, 
published by the Jewish Publication Society 
of America, on the Zionist Movement—ot 
which he has from its initiation been a loyal 
and prominent supporter—which is likely to 
become recognised as the standard history 
of the cause of which the late Dr. Herzl was 
the outstanding leader. The Professor. who 
by-the-by is a native of Manchester, where 
hisfather—who became famous in New York 
as one of the leading exponents of Jewish 
thought—ininistered for many years, has 
recently been touring in Spain, where he has 
been conducting some special research work, 
mainly of a biographical oature. He has 
visited several centres in the peninsula, in 
addition to the canital. He has been in

Hence he has been able to glean pretty extensively the general trend of 
Spanish opinion and conditions. It was whilst he was at Cordova that he came 
across the little wine shop about which he wrote to the JE WisH CHRONICLE a few 
weeks ago. This wine shop was once a synagogue. Round its walls are yraven 
liebrew texts, and there can be little doubt that 
within them was the great Matmonides 

*T think it such a pity,” said Professor Gottheil to our representative, ‘‘ if this 
little building cannot be secured by Jews and preserved as a permanent memorial 
to the.great Jew whose name is associated with the place, the street in which it 
stands having been named after him by the Spanish-authorities.” 

Apart from all else it cannot be either a good or inspiriting thing to find an 
erstwhile synagogue devoted to the purpose to which this Itttle building ts at 
present placed.

“As youknow,” proceeded the Professor, “most of the great synagogues in 
Spain were turaed into churches at the time of and after the Inqu‘sition, but in 
Toledo there is this curious fact. There are two buildings which were originally 
synagogues and were subsequently turned into churches. They have since, how 
ever, been dismantled of everything which made them churches, the altar, reredos, 
crucifix, and so forth, and they are now preserved as monuments practically in the 
form in which they were synagogues.” 

Chere is something of a Jewish renaissance in Spain ” 

“Well, yes, there is undoubtedly a disposition on the part of the Spanish 
Government to encourage a return of Jewsto that country. You have already had 
detads in regard to this from Dr. Yahuda whose presence in Spain is a good thing 
for Jews since he will be able to exercise considerable influence on our people in 
Morocco who are under the domination of the Spanish Government. But I doubt 
very much whether the time is ripe for anything like a large return of Jews to the 
peninsula, The religious conditions obtaining there are extremely strong, and 
there can be little doubt that anything like an accession of Jews to the population 
would mean trouble. I have no data upon which to base my conclusions, but I. 
rely upon the instinctive feeling | have gathered from all parts of Spain. This time, 
[ have not been in Barcelona, but, as you know, { have been through a good deal 


of the country, and I find everywhere the religious feeling most marked 


‘At present,” continued Professor Gottheil, “there are only a few hundred 
Jews in the whole of Spain, and yet, even among our people that are there, there 
is the same feeling in respect to any large migration of Jews that I have expressed, 
I need scarcely add that the sentiment which animates the King of Spain and his 
counsellors is entirely above cavil and is dictated both in the interests of the country 
itself and in deference to the wide tolerant spirit which animates the King and the 
Queen. Yet it is the populace that has to be considered, and from what I have 
seen and heard I am clearly of opinion that it would be at least premature for any 
considerable migration of Jews at present to the country. 

‘* Naturally,” proceeded the Professor, “ I cannot shake off the sentiment which 
must be aroused in any Jewish breast by an examination of the Inquisition 
documents, the greater portion of which are to be found in Madrid and Samanca. 
They form a wonderful collection, the minute detail and accuracy of which are 
remarkable.” 

’ Still there is an eternal affimity between Jews and Spain ? | 

That is but natural since so large and so important a portion of Jewish history 
is bound up with the country, For-instance, Mr. Elkan Adler possesses a wonder- 
ful collection of reprints of the Inquisition documents, many of which are 
invaluable from an historical and a genealogical point of view. At this moment 
Mr. Oscar Straus is pursuing investigations as to the Jewish origin of Christopher 
Columbus, so that, as you say, Spain and its history must always be an entrancing 
subject for Jews. And that brings me to say,” said Professor Gottheil, “ that one 
of the most striking needs to-day is a volume of Jewish post-Biblical history such 
as could be given to young students or could be used as any easy reference book. 
The importance of post-Biblical history can scarcely be overrated. The ignorance 


of the history of Jews from the closing of the Bible times,.to somewhere - 


about the beginning of last century, is appalling. Even fairly well-educated Jews 
know nothing of what Jews have done for the world and the fine part they have played 
in medieval times. There is no need for me to enlarge upon this—how Jews 
brought from the East science and learning which formed the basis of what is now 
Western civilisation or the part they played in the building up of, say, the Spanish 
Empire, or of Holland, or how it was that so many Jews came to be subjects of 
the Tsar of Russia. Few are-aware of the great part which Jews played in France 
and in Germany. Take America or some of the British colonies. — Little is known 
of what Jews have done, and of the great figure that they have formed in the general 
development. Of course we have such works as Graetz’, but five volumes of 
history are abit too ponderous. Milman’s History of the Jews is, for many reasons 

hardly helpful. With these exceptions, speaking off-hand, we have no English 
book dealing with Jewish post-Biblical history, and I hope sincerely that someone 
will undertake the work and give us a history of Jews since Bible times which shall 
take a purview of our people in the various walks of life, whith will tell of the 
statesmen we have provided for the countries in which we have dwelt, and will tell 
something too of the large contribution which Jews have made outs 
sphere to science, literature, to progress and to all that is connotated by the term 
civilisation. . England would be a most favourable place for the production of such

GOD AS FATHER. 


The Rev. S. Friedeberg, B.A., contributes the following article to the July 
number of The Religious Freeman, a Liverpool Unitarian publication : 


An article in the March number of The Religious Freeman contained a remark to tha 
effect that it was Jesus who taught mankind to call God by the endearing name of Father. 
‘A protest that God was known and addressed as Father by the Hebrew writers and 
teachers centuries before Jesus, Glicited a courteous invitation from the editor that I shout4 
contribute a short article on the subject. 

It is no uncommon experience to find that some.of the highest conceptions of the Old 
Testament having been--as we wished-~assimilated by other faiths, are then claimed by 
them as their distinctive teaching and tontrasted with ideas of a very opposite character 
which, it is inferred, mark the doctrines of Judaism. 

Ask the average man or woman who it was that gave the world tts highest teaching on 
Humanity, “ Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself." Out of a hundred so questioned, 
certainly ninety-nine would unhesitatingly answer, “Jesus” or “The New, Testament 
They would scout the idea that it originated in the Old Testament, Yet this golden. rule 
was first taught in Leviticus, where it will be found io the 19th chapter and other parts o & 
the same Book. ;

THE TRAINING OF CHILDHOOD (ii.) 


“Train up a child in the way he should go, and when he ts old he will not 
dehart from it. —Proverbs xxti., 6. 
It is one of those sayings that may rightly be described as immortal, for 
t is true to all time and in all circumstances. Exceptions to it there are, 
yit they are exceptions which prove the rule: and as to sore of them. if 
we examined them closely we should probably find that the training which 
eems to fail of its object has been less thorough than it might have been. 
rie wise man’s maxim embodies in a few pithy words the entire theorv of 
religious and moral education, in regard to which whatever has since been 
sritten or may hereafter be said can only be by way of comment upon it. 
\Ve live in days when there is scarcely a sacred principle whose authority is 
not called in question. But no one has ever doubted the everlasting wisdom 
which inspires this utterance of the Hebrew Sage. John Locke does but 
out the same truth in‘another form when he tells us in his Treatise on 
(ducation: “I think we may safely assert that in-a hundred men there are 
nore than ninety who are what they are, good or bad. tiseful or pernicious 
‘o society, from the instruction they have received: it sty education that 
icpends the great difference observable among men.”’ 
The Test of Education. 
A modern writer has said: “ The test of being educated i-: 
i what you ought, when you ought, whether you want to do it or not?” 
That must be the object of all our training of the young—that they -hall 
crow up to obey the dictates of duty, and to find it easy to render -uch 
bedicnce and to resist théir inclination to the contrarv. How is this to be 
tmiphshed? What are the materials that we have to work upon? We 
jot nowadays look upon the child’s mind as a tabula rasa upon which 
ducator can write whatever he will, We have learnt to krow that a

The Conscience and the Will. 


in the formation of habits and the de, elopment of character there are 
‘vo endowments which play a most important part, which are the principal 
instruments o¢ which we avail ourselves in the religious and moral training 
of the young. They are the conscience and the will. Conscience is some 
faculty born with us by means of which we discriminate between right and 
wrong. Conscience is a judge who sits in the inner tribunal of the feelings 
to decide between the claims of the various conflicting motives which impel 
‘s to action andthe various desires and inclinations that seek to influence 
us. This faculty is a mere germ when it makes its first appearance. It has 
to be strengthened and eonstantly exercised on appropriate objects. Hence 
the need of a careful training of the conscience so that its decisions 
nay be given wisely and impartially. The conscience having decided 
what is right, it is for the will to carry these decisions into effect. The will 
is the executive power, so to- speak, in this intérnal government of the human 
teelings, The training of the will to obey the behests of conscience is there- 
fore a matter of the gravest moment for parents and teachers. In the last 
resort, it is by training a child’s power of willing that virtuous habits are 
tormed, If this power be properly exercised, it will regulate the appetites 
and passions and subordinate them to higher ends. Does it not stand to 
reason that if men and women are to go forth into the world fitted to battle 
with temptation they must have been trained to resist evil as children, so 
that whenever duty and inclination clash they may not have to go through 
the struggle as if for the first time ? How wisely it has been said: “A 
country with an extensive frontier, exposed to invasion from powerful 
eneinies, if its governor be wise he erects fortifications, forms strong alliances, 
and disciplines its inhabitants to the use of arins. Every child is in the 
situation of such a country; it is liable to invasions of brain trouble. But 
ire its governors wise? Where are its fortifications of mental occupation, 
its alliance with a better world, its discipline of self-control? At the best, 
mPa not self-management, is enforced, and the child grows up, not- 
of learning or accomplishment, with an unregulated, 
+ see ed mind, The boy is then sent out into a world full of ditficulties 
‘nk Or swim, to make a character for himself if he can. As well might 
troops begin to make their muskets when the enemy is in sight.”

The Steady Habit of Duty. 


So the problem which presents itself to the educator is—how to implant 
in the child a steady habit of duty. We dare not let our children grow up 
and trust te an uncultivated notion. of duty for an improvised solution of 
unforeseen difficulties. But from the outset they must be trained to respond, 
with almost mechanical facility, to the demands of conscience. To express 
it in other words, they must be taught habits of self-control; they must be 
habituated to conquer their lower nature and develop their higher nature; 
they must be trained to deny themselves pleasure for adequate. reasons. 
How is all this to be brought about > How are a child's instincts and ‘desires 
to be guided into right channels? By beginning with the small things of 
life—the little things that make up its daily routine. The valuable fact to 
remember is that the spirit in which a child is taught-to regard the minor 
matters of life—-such as rising and retiring to rest at the right time or 
punctual attendance at its lessons—in the same spirit the grown man or 
woman will approach the graver responsibilities of life. Thus we have to 
bring up children with the idea that every responsibility devolving on them 
must be bravely and manfully met. Let us beware lest we do anything to 
weaken that sense of responsibility in the child. A child ought to come 
sooner or later to realise that duty is a debt—a something which it. owes to 
(rod, to its parents and teachers, to itself—and that not to pay that debt 
would be dishonest. But if we are to inculcate a strong sense of duty in 
children, we should have it ourselves and it should underlie our whole treat- 
ment of them. <A child soon learns to discover whether its parent is acting 
as a mere arbitrary dictator of what he is to do or refrain from doing, or 
whether the parent is following some higher law to which parent and child 
are alike subject.

[s there not reason to think that children are too much indulged tn these 
days, and that their powers of self-control are but inadequately developed ? 
* Give the children « good time.” we sav; “let their childhood be made as 
happy as possible, it will too soon pass away.) But in putting torward this 
plea, we are forgetting that their childhood will be happy. and the whole of 
their after-lfe will be happy. in proportion as they are inspired with fortitude 
to battle with temptation. Why let them grow up-—as has already beer 
sgpested—to tght these battles more or less defenceless, wher they could 
have vained the victory over their lower selves once and for allin early lite °?

To 
those who, like myself, are convinced that in the ultimate result the future of the 
community must depend upon its clergy, it is a source of deep regret that so little 
of this ability can be attracted into the ministry. It is not to be expected, of 
course, that any of these students would be willing to enter the present Jews’ 
College. But the College as it might be, as it would be if it were post-graduate 
and residential, and situated at Cambridge, might attract a considerable number to 
a training in Jewish science, in preparation for the ministry. 


Jewish Teachers in Leeds: Is there a Boycott? 
To THE Epitor.—From “A.” 


Sir,—The Leeds news in last Friday's issue of your valuable paper contained 
a list of the Jewish winners of Junior City Scholarships tenable at the High 


Schools. Roughly one third of the scholarships awarded ‘were carried off ty 
Jewish children. 

To the happy fathers and the general Jewish public here is a matter fot 
rejoicing. But the men who have climbed the ladder of education of which 
educationists talk so glibly, smile bitterly and remark, “ Forty more lambs to the 
slaughter.” There are good reasons for the cynical remark. 

The winners of these scholarships are bound by the terms of the agreement to 
attend for the full course of four years at least, and then try to enter the university 
by means of a scholarship. Here again many Jews are successful. . Then comes 
the choice of profession—doctor, lawyer, teacher, etc. The first two are open to 
few, as extra fees and incidental expenses put them out of the reach of the poorer 
Jewish students who are not brilliant enough to merit the aid of the Education 

Then comes the teaching profession. After completing his studies, the Jewish 
teacher, on leaving the University, finds all roads to an appointment barred, 
metaphorically speaking, by the notice, “No Jews need apply.” Here are the 
facts which the Jewish community in Leeds and Anglo-Jewry as a whole should 
know. There are four municipal secondary schools in Leeds, one of which is 
largely attended by Jewish children. Many of the teachers in these schools are 
fresh from the University, yet there is only ‘one Jewish secondary teacher in the 
whole of Leeds. Not only has the Jewish university-trained teacher aeous? - 
obtaining a post, even in an elementary school, but the Jewish students of the 
Council's own Training College find it very ‘hard to obtain a post and have to g¢ 
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out to the colliery villages of the West Riding, there to endure hardships in anti- | 
Jewish and often hostile surroundings. 

There are at present in Leeds an M.Sc. who cannot get a post of any kind, a 
B.Sc. who can get no other employment than that of a Kindergarten teacher at 
uncertificated rate of pay, a university trained certificated teacher who can get no 
employment in Leeds or its surroundings, and Jewish graduates of the City 
Training College, who have to spend their lives in the unlovely industrial villages 
of West and South Yorkshire, with no hope of ever entering a Leeds school. 

There are Jewish teachers in schools entirely attended by Christian children 
who have difficulty in getting leave for the Jewish holidays, while there is a 
school entirely attended by Jewish children, which has never had a Jewish assistant 
master since its opening because of the headmaster’s poor opinion of Jews as 
teachers. Every year Jewish teachers have difficulty in obtaining posts, and when 
feeling becomes so strong that action is thought of, one or two are quietly given 
places, or a teacher is transferred, and the agitation dies down, leaving nothing 
accomplished... 

How long will the Leeds community as a body remain indifferent to these 
happenings? There is a Communal Council in Leeds, but frequent attendance 


and active work are confined to very few of its members. Much has been heard of 
it in your columns, but very little has been done. Some months ago, a deputation 
‘was appointed to meet the Chairman of the Education Committee. That deputa- 
tion has not met yet, nor has an interview been arranged. 

In a week or so, many more Jewish students will graduate to swell the ranks 
of the educated unemployed, and still the community sleeps !

A reception was held on Sunday in the rooms of the Institution, 
Bent Street, Cheetham, to mark the occasion of the payment of 
the building debt and the redemption of the deeds from the 


Talmud Torah. 


mortgayees. 

Mr. NATHAN Lask1, ].P., who presided, said that the Talmud Torah, which 
was established about thirty-four years ago, was the oldest of its kind in this 
country. The present building which was erected in 1891 was mortgaged for a 
sum of £2,000, so that it had taken twenty-three years for that sum to be finally 
liquidated. The scheme for extending the building had been taken in hand, and 
he hoped the efforts of the management would meet with the success so important 
a work deserved. They were anxious to raise a sum of money for this purpose 
and he ‘hoped the comfnunity would rally to their support. He was very pleased 
to see some of the original trustees present and in good health, though all woul 
regret that four of the old trustees had passed away. 

Mr. M. STEINART, in giving a résumé of the early history of the Talmud 
Torah, stated that when a few enthusiasts commenced the ‘building of a school, 
they had to struggle along with almost only the support of their poorer coreligion-— 
ists. That day he felt very proud of their achievements in the face of all difficu! 
ties. He had, as it were, watched the tree steadily grow, and was very pleased 
that now they were in the position of being able to show the completion of ther 
task of the redemption of the mortgage. He was very grateful to the Ladies 
Committee, presided over by Mrs. Laski, for the active part they had taken in the 
splendid work just accomplished. It was anticipated that the new building would 
be a very fine one and would cost about £1,500. He had much pleasure in pre- 
senting the deeds, which were then handed over to the President, Mr. Jerome 
Jacobs, by the Chairman. 

- Rabbi Dr. SatoMon proposed “The success of the Manchester Talmud 
Torah and the Hebrew Education Board.” He was glad that he, with his co 
adjutor, Mr. Epbraim Harris, M.A., had been the means of bringing about the 
amalyamation of those two bodies. Dr. Salomon went on to express his regret at’ 


the continued non-observance of the Sabbath, and hoped that employers of labour 


would see their way to engage boys who had been educated at that Talmud Tora): 
and would allow them all facilities for the proper observance of the Sabbath. 
Rabbi M. DaGursky supported the toast as did also Rabbi I..J. Yorrry, whe 
said that that institution had to cope with the task of giving religious instruction to 
about 700 children and unfortunately they were stil short of teachers. As Chair. 
-man of the Education Committee he was highly pleased at the progress made by 
the pupils and at the efficiency shown by theteachers in their mode of instruction, 
But they wanted help from the community and there were two kinds of helpers: 


those who could assist with their money and those who could render help with. 


their brains. He felt very happy that their efforts had at length been crownec 
with success. Hitherto they felt that the building was not their own and anythiny 
might happen, but now they were quite out of danger in that respect. He had tc 
thank many for their services and especially the Ladies’ Committee, who during the 
last five years had been the means of raising the handsome sum of £500, without 
which their task could not have been accomplished. They were also much 
indebted to Mr. N. Shatfer, who by means of concerts, etc., had been instrumenta! 
in securing a sum of nearly ‘250 for the institution. They had now to start the 
work of the extension of the building, of the necessity of which the whole com- 
munity were now convinced. Their great object was to provide teaching accom- 
modation for 1,000 pupils. .That was a sacred trust which the management fel: 
must be fulfilled in order to provide adequately for the religious educational needs 
of the community. Mr. Jacobs concluded by reading a list of donors to the 
extension fund and said thata sum of about £400 had been already promised. He 
earnestly appealed to the community to forward additional contributions which 
could be paid in annual instalments to meet the convenience of the donors. 


Mr. EPHRAIM HARRIs, M.A, said he was one of those who in its earlies' 
days, when the Talmud Torah commenced inasmall room, thought it was not 
wanted—but he had recanted and had come fully to acknowledge its necessity 
Their methods of instruction had wonderfully improved and their scheme of 
teaching had been largely developed on a satisfactory basis. The religious 
education of the girls—which for years bad been sadly neglected—had been taken 
well in hand by the Hebrew Education Board with good results. 


Thanks were accorded Mr. N. Laski, who had to leave previous to the 
conclusion of the proceedings. Mr. M. STEINART then occupied the Chair. 

Rabbi HARRIS LEVIN proposed and Mr: Davip COHEN supported the toast 
of “The Council of Founders.” Mr. G. Shaffer responded. Mr. M. Steinart 
proposed “Success to the Manchester Yeshivah,” to which Mr. Kauffman 
responded. Mr. J. E. Goodman proposed a vote of thanks to the ladies who had 
provided refreshments and prepared the tables.

He explained all that had been 
done in the direction of settling Jews from all parts of the world on the land and, 
leading up to the projected schemes of the Maccabean Land Company, he urged the 
claims of that organisation on all—those who looked on everything from a practical 
point of view, and those who were attracted by sentimental considerations. 

The CHAIRMAN, in giving his reasons for not being a supporter of the modern 
Zionist movement, stated that he could not hold himself in agreement with some 
of the statements made by the speakers that evening. He would always be in 
sympathy, however, with any movement which appeared to offer the possibility of 
something good resulting, and he supported the resolution because of the practical 
merits of the scheme. The resolution was carried.

It is worthy of note as a coincidence that Mr. Chamberlain 
passed away within a couple of hours of the tenth anniversary (civil date) 
of the death of Dr. Herz!. | 

Pulpit References. 


In his sermon at the Park Place Synagogue, Manchester, last Sabbath, the 
Rev. Lins referred to the sympathy always shown by ‘the late 
Mr. nberlain for oppressed nationalities. His name would live long tn the 


hearts and minds ef the Jewish people, who found in him a sincere friend. 

Preaching at the Hope Place Synagogue, Liverpool, on Sabbath, the Rev. I. 
RAlFALOVIcH made reference to the great loss the country sustained by the 
Geath of Mr. Chamberlain. As Enghshmen and as Jews they joined in the expres- 
sions of deep repret at the passing out of their midst of so great a statesman. 
Whether they alwavs agreed with. his: politics or not, they were bound to admire 
him. They admired in him the man, the statesman, the Englishman. And as 
Jews thev would alwavs recall. his memory with reverence. He was the first 
statesman that offered. a practical solution of the Jewish problem. He manifested 
his sympathy with homeless Israel by offering to the persecuted Jews a home. 
Never would they forget the magnanimous offer he made to the late Dr. Herzl of a 
territory in British East Africa. 

The Kev. A. Conns, B.A.. prefaced his sermon at the Birmingham Synagogue 
last Sabbath with a touching reference to Mr. Chamberlain. Mr, Cohen said that 
the Jewish community generally had lost a very sincere friend, and he recalled the 
fact that Mr. Chamberlain, when in office, had offered a large tract of British 
territory for their persecuted brethren in Kussia. 

The Rev. A. MiscHon made the following reference to Mr. Chamberlain's 
death in the course of his sermon at the Brixton Synagogue on Sabbath . “It is no 
exaggeration to sav that the grief caused by the death of this distinguished states- 
man will be shared by our corehy:onists the world over, if only by reason of the 
sympathy he evinced with our oppressed brethren in offering the Zionist C ongress 
part of British territory as a home for the oppressed members of our race in 
Eastern Europe. His loss will be felt by our community as Jews not less keenly 
than as English c:tizens.

Those of its spokesmen to-day that leave Judaism merely 
follow in the footsteps of other anti-nomian Jewish schismatics. Sabbattai Zevi became 
Mohammedan, The leader of the Frankists (Jacob Frank) turned Catholic. The founder 
of “ New Israel” (Joseph Rabbinowich, of Kishineff), who anticipated Mr. C. G. Monte- 
fiore by enrolling the New Testament among the Jewish Scriptures, became a Lutheran 
missionary. And Jacob Gordin, the leader of the “ Bible Brotherhood,” another South 
Russian liberal Jewish movement, arranged that he be buried without any Jewish rites. 
Despite this fact Professor Deutsch pronounced a sort of Hesped over him at the Central 
Conference of Reform Rabbis, and the poor religious reformer (and splendid Yiddish play- 
wright) came in, after all, for a slice of the Kaddish which, [ believe, was on that occasion 
pronounced over the subjects of Professor Deutsch's ecclesiastical post mortem. 
Of course, I do not wish to be understood that I hold all Rabbis of Orthodox Congre 
gations to be perfect. Divines, even Orthodox Jewish divines, are human, often all too 
human. However, the fact remains that even the worst of the Rabbis of Orthodox Con- 
gregations—young Jews’ College graduates, ¢.g,, intoxicated with the mania for religious 
destruction, or neo-Hebrew Voltairians, who wrap themselves in the Tallis of hyper- 
orthodoxy—are possessed of a certain irreducible minimum of Jewishness which saves 
them from treason.

May I add Dr. Deutsch appears to have unearthed only two names—Jehiel 
Lichtenstein and Saul Frankel, a nephew of Dr. Hertz’s predecessor in office. Now, 
as to the first. I would go further than did Dr. Hertz in the letter quoted 
above. There isnot a word of truth in the story of his conversion, unscrupulously 
circulated by Christian missionaries for their own purposes. And as forthe second 
name, Dr. Brann, of Breslau, in his monograph on Saul Frankel, in the Graetz 
Jubelschrift, distinctly states that the Siles:an Government appointed him Landes- 
rabbiner for the provincial congregations of Silesia, because a man of his liberal 
views would succeed in weaning the country congregations from their Talmudic 
prejudices! The quotations which Dr. Brann gives from Saul Frankel’s writings 
lead one to recognise in him a weak-minded edition of a Joseph Krauskopf—so he 
cannot very well be looked upon as an Orthodox Rabbi.

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THE MILE END ‘GUARDIANS | 
AND THE SCATTERED HOMES QUESTION. 
To THE Epiror.—From Mr. PERCY COHEN, 25, Princelet ‘Street, Bishope- 
gate, E. 


Sir,—I think Jews have reason to be grateful to Councillor William Boiteux 
for his letter on the above subject in your last issue. Even when all allowance is 
made for the desire of the Rev. J. F. Stern to introduce Jewish influences, the 
proposal to saddle the Guardians with the responsibility of maintaining separate 
homes for Jewish children, including illegitimates, is really indefensible. The 
perspective, to my mind, is altogether wrong, and it is an interesting commentary 
that a Gentile Councillor should possess a clearer view of our communal necessities 
than his Jewish colleague. Your correspondent’s letter makes it evident that 
quite another question arises. than that of merely giving a certain number of 
children a religious environment. | 

From the information at my disposal, I gather that the Rev. J. F. Stern, not 
paying sufhcient attention to social effects, desires to single out one set of 
children (some incidentally being illegitimates) because they are Jewish and to 
compel them to be separately maintained by an authority which is not empowered 
by law to make religious discriminations. One Councillor very logically asked 
(I quote the report which appeared in your issue of June 19th) what was to stop 
each of the Free Church denominations asking for a separate home for their 
children. Would all this sectarianism be beneficial to our community ’ 

All that the law directs is that a’ child under the Poor Law may be transferred 
to a school where it can have the benefit, if possible, of denominational education. 
In this case it appears that the Jewish Hospital and Orphan Asylum, which has a 
free will in the matter, declines to receive Jewish illegitimates. The proposal 
supported or initiated by the Rev. J. F. Stern, deserves all the criticism that 
Councillor Boiteux applied to it, for a very strong reason. The crux of the 
matter is that children chargeable to Poor Law Guardians are not sorted up into, 
and dealt separately as orphans, strays and illegitirmates, and it follows that the 
policy condemned by Councillor Boiteux, would obviously segregate Jewish 
unfortunates in view of Norwood’s ban, aad later burden them with an additional 
handicap in the struggle for existence. It has also to be recognised that the matter 
is not entirely one of illegitimacy. Those who object to the separate Scattered 
Homes scheme look with askance at the possibility of one set of Jewish children 
going to Norwood or elsewhere, and another set, owing to the ill-starred nature of 
their births, being confined to a separate Home, easily liable, as Councillor 
Boiteux pointed out, to be stigmatised. 

Of course, it is desirable that the Poor Law taint should be removed as early 
as possible. The Rev. J. F. Stern's proposal does not assist to remove it, as by 
this separation from other children, orphans and illegitimates, with all its undesirable 
sectarianism, the unfortunate Jewish children would continue to remain, and with 
a heavy emphasis, under the shelter of the Poor Law. It may be that some 
solution of the matter may eventually lie with the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
Norwood apparently will not receive Jewish illegitimate children, so there is an end 
of the matter. The Jewish Board of Guardians, if it does not do so already, 
might be well advised to consider the policy of co-operating with Poor Law 
Guardians as far as illegitimates are concerned, since their case happens to be 
the bone of contention. Perhaps the. child at the “scattered home” could be 
transferred, at a proper age, to Jewish influences and surroundings, through the 
medium of the Jewish Board of Guardians ; and in that way, the ambition of the 
Rev. J. F. Stern (which will never be attained by separation within the Poor Law) 
could be amply realised. I do not ignore the fact that the Jewish Board of 
Guardians have assisted cases of illegitimacy, but here seems a wide question. 
The splendid work of the Jewish Board does not need praise from me, but there 
appears to be a sphereof social utility, which in the specially unfortunate circum- 
stances of the case, deserves their generous consideration.

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OLD FORD AND NORTH BOW CLASSES AND SABBATH SCHOOL. 

The annual ‘distribution of the Old Ford 
Hebrew and Religion Classes and Sabbath School was held on 
Company's School Tredegar Sqvare, Bow, the capacious hall 
very large gathering.

The report of the examiner, the Rev. Walter Levin, which was read by Capt. B. J. 
Friend, states in part :— 

[ found 282 children present out of a total roll of 360. I gave the children in the 
three upper classes a written test and on the whole they acquitted themselves very well. 
The only real weakness was in the answers given to the questions on religion, the 
reasons being no doubt due to the large amount of time given to translation and grammar. 
[ am very glad to note that Mr. Braun has succeeded in retaining the older children in 
order to give them a more advanced education’ than hitherto has been the case. A 
religious service is conducted every week by Mr. Braun; he is making every effort to 
stimulate the pupils religiously. 1 feel that Mr. Braun and his good corps of teachers 
are doing their very best to carry out the work entrusted to them earnestly and well. 
(he standard of the school is being raised year by year and as far as I can see the 
school is run with regularity and precision. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that a day or two ago a friend had been kind enough to send 
him a few facts concerning the history of the Classes. They would be surprised ta learn 
what an interesting history it was, what great men had been connected with the Classes. 
Few of them knew that the Classes went back to 1876. Thirty-eight years ago they were 
Started by the two leading men in the Jewish community ‘tin England—Chief Rabbi Dr. 
Nathan Marcus Adler and Haham Dr. Artom, who organised the institution on Sunday 
mornings and Wednesday afternoons. The 400 children who were connected at the present 


day with that centre of religious instruction were, he need hardly tell them, a great 
advance on the number at the start—some fifty or sixty. Their President (Mr. S. H. 
\ alentine) who was connected with the institution at its inception and who was happily 
sull with them—(cheers)—could tell them the exact number. The Rev. A. L. Green, a. 
grand man and a warm-hearted Jew, organised the Sabbath School in addition to the 
Sunday and Wednesday instruction, and soon there were more. than 300 children 
attending on Sabbaths. The examiner and the one to see to: the curriculum 
and carrying out of the Chief Rabbi's code was Dr. Michael F riedlander, who was 
followed by the Rev. J. F. Stern, and the latter by the Rev. W. Levin, whose 
admirable report they had heard read. The expense of the Classes, considering that 
there were 400 children on the register, was not very large—£200. Among the 
donors who helped towards getting that sum were Lord, Rothschild who gave £50 a year, 
and the Jewish Religious Education Board which contributed £25. So much for the 
history of the Classes, which; they would agree, was worth recalling. It told something 
of the past, but they should reatise the great and holy work that-was being done in the 
present and for the future.

If parents would only understand 
what the classes were doing for their children they would support them enthusiastically. . 
After pointing out what classes of that kind taught children to become, Dr. Hertz appealed 
to the parents to rid themselves of their indifference to their children's religious educa- 
tion. He hoped that in future years he would not hear of this complaint about the 
parents, and that the classes would grow more and more, and become a blessing to the 
men and women and children in that part of their great city.

Mr. B.S. STRAUS, in seconding the vote, said, in reference to Dr. Hertz’s appeal to 
the parents, that a magistrate had recently told him of his admiration of the way Jewish 
children were sent regularly to day school, but also of his regret at hearing that some 
Jewish parents neglected the religious education of their young. 

The Rev. Mr. COGHAN gave three reasons for his pleasure in supporting the vote; he 
was vicar of the parish, was a governor of the schools in which they met, and was a real 
friend of many of them. He referred to the debt Christianity owed Judaism, and paid a 
flattering tribute to many Jewish qualities. . 

The CHAIRMAN having replied, | 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, L.C.C., said she was grateful for the way they had welcomed 
her to the classes, in which her family had been for so long interested. There was no 
time when the classes were more needed, for there was a great outflow of our coreligion- 
ists from Whitechapel to the far East of London.

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The prize distribunon of the Stepney Jewish Schools was held on Wednesday at the 
Feople's Palace, Mile End. Sir MATTHEW NATHAN, G.C.M.G., presided, and the 
awards were distributed by Miss Hilda Schlesinger. Sir Matthew was received by a 
guard of honour furnished by the Stepney Company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. Prior 
to the commencement of the proceedings orchestral selections were performed by the 
orchestra of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club, which has reached a high degree of excellence 
under the baton of Mr. L. Cohen. 

Mr. DENZIL MYER, Hon. Secretary, in reporting on the work of the school, said that 
't was in a thoroughly satisfactory condition. Unlike several other East End schools that 
schoo] was always full. They always had a large waiting list. The attendance had 
reached the usual high level, and out of 778 on the roll the average attendance amounted 
to 741, or 95:'2 per cent. When they met last year they had just lost the services of Miss 
Sarah Solomon, who had been Headmistress for fourteen years. The Managers had 
selected as her successor Miss Kate Solomon, and a year's work had shown 
that this choice was a wise one, the school having progressed very favourably 
indeed under the management of Miss Solomon. An entirely new departure had been 
Started in the girls’ school, a departure that would be watched with very great care and 
attention by the Educational Authorities of London. The managers had always held that 
the duty of the school did not end merely with the provision of the ordinary elementary 
education required by law. It was felt that the elder girls would greatly benefit if more 
attention were devoted to domestic subjects. A special class had been started in which 
the girls had devoted half their time to ordinary educational subjects and the other half 
to domestic subjects. The girls who had already been through the course had received 
the greatest benefit, and the Committee and Managers hoped that the Educational 
Authorities would be satisfied that the experiment was successful and would provide 
the means to carry it on and extend it in the future. The school had been the pioneer 
in the provision of technical training for boys and it was hoped it might also become 
the pioneer of advanced domestic training among the girls’ schools of London. The 

religious education taught in the school was a subject upon which the Committee 
Baturally laid the greatest stress. The report of the examiner was thoroughly satis- 
factory. In the case of elder children entering the school it was often found that 
their religious education had been very much neglected, and they were not able 
to enter the same standard in Hebrew and religion as for the ordinary school 
work. To meet the needs of these pupils a special class had been established which 
enabled them in a very short time to take their proper place in the school. Classes of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board met at the school and Sabbath classes were also held. 
He referred to the valuable work of the Care Committee in helping children to find suit- 
able employment on leaving schoo) and in generally superintending their health. He 
commended the work of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club which the boys “ey? on leaving 
school, and referred to the Girls’ Guild, conducted by Miss Sybil Levy, which it was hoped 

would develop into a regular girls’ club. He paid a high tribute to the staff, especially 

for the voluntary work which they performed out of school hours. 

The CHAIRMAN, in the course of his address, said that he had come there from the 
official gallery at the House of Commons, where he had been listening to a debate on the 
Finance Bill, which was to provide by new taxation additional funds for various services. 
Among the more important of these services was education. There was a general feeling 
in the country, a feeling shared, he believed, by both political Parties, that their educa- 
tional system was not only not as good as it should be, but also was not good enough to 
enable this country to keep pace with rival nations in the industrial and commercial 
world. The weak point was felt to be that the work of eight years’ teaching of the child 
of six to fourteen, instead of serving as preparation for four years of praetical instruction 
at the period of life when learning was most easy, was too often thrown away during four 
years of boy and girl labour often of a desultory and de-educative nature. They had but 
too aeons evidence of what frequently happened between the ages of fourteen and 
eighteen from the fact that the educational standard of the young men who joined the 
Army at the latter age was far lower than that of the fourteen-year-old boys of the class 
from which they sprang. He believed that the thirty ladiesand gentlemen who had taken 


~ on themselves the grave responsibility of managing that institution and of assisting its 


past pupils realised the importance of this training between the ages of fourteen 
to eighteen. He said that well-equipped workshops were used in the evenings 
for classes of old boys and members of the Old Boys’ Club, and he 
had no doubt that much was done to keep in touch with former pupils and to encourage 
attendance at these classes. No doubt also the strong Care Committee of four ladies and 
four gentlemen, presided over by Mr. Nelson Samuel, did all they could to follow each 
former student through these critical four years and to induce employers to facilitate con- 
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tinued instruction. The time would come, as it had come in the great towns of Germany 
when every employer would be forced by legislation to give eight hours a week out of 
working time to all boys and girls under him to enable them to attend trade and other 
classes provided by the local authorities, In the meantime it behoved the Committees of 
such institutions as that one to secure for those of whom they had taken charge to the 
full extent in their power benefits such as might be anticipated from this legislation. The

They should remember always that there was something more important for happiness | 


and welfare than bodies and minds. They must train themselves not only to live healthily 
and to think wisely, but also to do rightly. They would have been taught this in their 
religion classes, but they would not, he hoped, think he had preached too long a sermon 
if he added one word of advice in this all-important matter. Every day, as one walked 
through life, one came on turnings. Something inside one told which turning one ought 
to take. It was often the one which at the moment one would not choose. But if one did 
take it, it became a little easier to make the right choice next time until the wanderer 
learned the way through the great city of conduct which led to the open country of true life 
beyond. (Loud cheers).

JEWS’ DEAF AND DUMB HOME. 


Notwithstanding the unpropitious weather,.a large gathering was attracted to the Jews: 
Deaf and Dumb Home, in Nightingale Lane, last Sunday, to witness the annual sports 
meeting of the inmates and the subsequent distribution of prizes gained by the scholars 
at the sports and at their work during the year. It was explained that among the objects 
in view in holding the sports were : to foster a love of healthy outdoor exercise among the 


upils ; to encourage gymnastics by the award of prizes ; to provide funds for cricket and 
ootball, and for excursions and entertainments during the year, the general funds of the 
Instititution not being available for such purposes. 

An excellent programme of sports and games was most creditably carried out 
by all sections of the inmates, the programme including events for “ junior,’’ “medium,” 
and “senior” boys, and likewise for “ junior,’ “medium,” and “senior” girls. The 
various races, football dribbling competition, and the gymnastic display all gave evidence 
of the practical manner in which the physical education is imparted and the interest 
evinced by the children in outdoor sports. The function was marred to some extent by 
the elements, but the enthusiasm of the large gathering was maintained throughout. _ 

Refreshments were provided during the interval, and at the conclusion of the pro- 
gramme Lady Cohen (who was accompanied by Sir Herbert Cohen) distributed the 
awards, 

Sir EDWARD STERN, the President, in the course ofa briet address, said that the 
manner in which the various events had been contested reflected the excellent teaching 
of those members of the staff who undertook the physical education of the inmates. 
(Cheers.) Many of the children, he observed, were able to understand and follow ordinary 
conversation, and if those present took the trouble to speak to the children they would be 
able to test that fact themselves. The fact that some of the children were so advanced 
was gratifying to those who administered the affairs of the Home, for the children came 
there — they could neither understand nor follow a conversation, or make themselves

Mr. J. TRENNER called attention to the loss of £1,044, on the killing of 
poultry—that was, the excess of expenditure over income under that head, and it 
did not take into account anything in relation to the £500 for salaries, office 
expenses, etc., and the £500 for superannuation and pensions. 

Mr. LEOPOLD FRANK thought the expenses for the killing of poultry were 
extraordinary for the quantity provided. | 

Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY said the expenditure could not be reduced. The only 
thing they could do was to raise the charge for poultry killing, but he was afraid 
that would increase the number of unauthorised poultry yards—which ‘was not a 
desirable thing to do. | 

The CHAIRMAN quoted figures to show how the accounts for the half-year were 
not more favourable than they were. Three separate items showed a loss of income : 
A decrease of £80 in fees for slaughtering cattle, one of £11 in killing poultry 
and of {44 received from butchers employing Shomerim. On the expenditure side 
there was an increase of #62 for cattle Shochetim, and one of £74 for poultry 
Shochetim and of £28 for poultry salaries (which made an increase of over £100 
oD poultry expenses). 

The accounts were adopted, and the assessments for the current half-year 
were agreed to. | ' 
Dr. Lionel D. Barnett was elected on the Executive Committee in place of 

Nahon, who had found it impossible to fill the office. 


Shechita at Rotterdam. 


. The CHAIRMAN. made a statement on some trouble in regard to Shechita which 
had occurred at Rotterdam. The Ecclesiastical Authorities were rather disquieted 
with what they had discovered there. Dayan Feldman and Rabbi Lipman visited 
the town and first of all were not able to obtain the ecclesiastical redress to which the 
Beth Din thought they were entitled. The Investigating Officer spent a fortnight in 
Rotterdam, where he saw Dr. Ritter, the Chief Kabbi, and the lay heads of the 
community, and interviewed dealers. He went into the whole question, and pre- 
ented a valuable report to the Executive Committee. He had also visited 
Antwerp—but was satisfied that would be no source of supply for them—and the 
Hayue. The Ecclesiastical Authorities came to the conclusion that the only 
solution would be to send their own killers to Rotterdam, and not rely on local 
men atall. That had been carried out. Mr. Myers had paid a second visit, and 
bad been able to smoothe over some minor difficulties, and he (the Chairman) 
hoped the next time the Board met to be able to report on the question with more 
assurance. As to the financial aspect of the question, even taking into account the 
heavy expenditure of maintaining their own Shochetim and Shomerim at Kotterdam 
they would be saving on the fees they had been paying hitherto. Asked as to the 
fature of the trouble, the Chairman said it was a purely ecclesiastical question. 


To Combat the Anti-Shechita Agitation. 


The CHAIRMAN asked the assent of the Board to the recommendation of the 
Executive Committee to a grant of £50 being made tothe Board of Deputies towards 
the cost of publications relating to Shechita. In 1905 they had made a grant for

A POPULAR MOVEMENT. 
The movement among Jewish working men in the East End to abolish Sabbath 
labour reachéd an important stage on Sunday, when the new hal! of the Jewish National 
Sabbath Observance Union was opened at 166, Old Montague Street, in the presence of 
a large gathering. The Union, which was formed some nine months ago by Rabbi Dr. 
Jung, chief minister of the Federation of Synagogues, is comprised mainly of workers in 
the tailoring trade. It has the usual objects of a trades union, but its raison d'éive is the 
endeavour to arrange for the rest day of the working week being the Jewish Sabbath. 
There are at present about 200 members, but in order to achieve its objects the Union 
needs to be a strong one of some thousands of adherents. Morally, the movement has 
the sympathy of almost every working Jew, but it requires the financial support of the 
community generally, for there are in its early stages many necessary expenses. 
Mr. B. 5. STRAUS, who presided in the early part of the proceedings, said he hoped 
they would succeed in the movement, for he believed Jews should be allowed to keep 
their historic Sabbath. When he had the honour of being.in the House of Commons, he had 
felt strongly that legislation which tended towards the keeping of the Christian Sabbath 
should provide facilities so that Jews could keep their Sabbath by working on Sunday. 
What he objected to, and what many non-Jews complained of, was that some Jews should get 
an unfair advantage over their Christian neighbours by working seven days in the week. He 
firmly believed they would get many of their Christian friends with them if they pointed 
out that their movement was founded purely on religious grounds It was of no material 
advantage to them—-they would lose and not gain by itin the long run. They should be 
moderate in their demands—it was principally their own employers who could help or 
hinder them in their objects. If they combined together they could acquire such strength 
as to enable them to get their own way. He hoped that they were laying that day the 
foundation-stone of a great movement—one that would redound to the credit not only of 
themselves, but of the ancient faith,to which they belonged ~and that he would live to 
see the day when no Jew was forced to work on his own Sabbath for economic reasons. 
On Mr. Straus’s departure, the Chair was taken by Mr. P. SMITH, President of the 
Union. 
Dayan A. CHAIKIN, in a learned discourse, expounded the history of the Sabbath 
explained the adoption by the Christians of Sunday as the day of rest, and dealt with the 
fallacies which had gathered round the meaning of the saying attributed to Rabbi Akiba 
as to the making of the Sabbath, in certain circumstances, a week-day. The Sabbath, 
contended the Dayan, was the heart of Judaism, and its desecration the first step to assimi- 
lation. For twenty-three years he had, in various parts of the country, used his 
endeavours .to bring about its observance among all working Jews, and he. hoped the 
movement in the East End of London would be successful. 
Rabbi Dr. JUNG outlined the history of the movement which had culminated in that 
meeting. Abouta yearago he had been approached by a few tailors, whose earnest desire 
for Sabbath observance had made a deep impression on him. Several meetings each week 
were held at his house and later in the Trades School. The accommodation was found to 
be too small and they moved to a Hall in Philpot Street, but there again the gatherings 
were too large to allow of comfort, and they now had the present large building. Pulpit 
appeals had been arranged, but while they received a good deal of support the masses 
seemed indifferent to active participation in the movement. The late Dr. Lerner, he 
understood, had worked for fifteen vears for objects similar to theirs, and many other 
unsuccessful efforts had been made to make Sabbath observance general. But they would 
not be discouraged and meant to persevere till their end was achieved. Dr. Jung went on 
to plead for the Sabbath as the first great protest against materialism. He appealed for 
real unity among members of the Union. They would strive by arbitration to obtain 
their demands peaceably from the masters, but they must be strong. When they could 
number their members in thousands they would have authority to speak. Those who 
did not work on the Sabbath and refrained from joining them were worse offenders than 
those who laboured on the Sabbath, for they could assist and would not. 

Dayan S$. I. HILLMAN drew a picture of the Sabbath as remembered by those who had 
experienced it in Russia and Poland, and in touching expressions, asked whether they 
would not like to maintain this Sabbath of Delight—-and especially the Friday evening 
ceremonials—in this country He pleaded for péace in their dealings with the masters and 
others—-not a lethargic peace, but one combined with every endeavour to promote 
their cause. | 

Mr. LEWis Lyons said that no-one was opposed to the idea of the movement. The 

great question before them—to a great extent a bread question—was how to arrive at 
practical results. It was not so important to know whether to blame the masters or the 
workers, the shopkeepers or the public, as to find a way of bringing them all together to 
do away with the existing evil. 
‘workers who could tell the shopkeepers that such and such a number of people wished to 
observe their Sabbath. From his long experience in the labour world, including that on 
the Trades Board of Great Britain, he could tell them frankly that they would get more 
by endeavouring for compromises than by strikes. They would receive support from many 
quarters—the public, for instance, did not want them to work on their Sabbath. But 
would they help themselves? The details of any scheme could be decided on in a cooler 
atmosphere than that of a public meeting. They would come to the assistance of the man 
who was dismissed from work because he refused to work on the Sabbath. Mr. Lyons 
appealed to the members of the Union to stand by theirleaders. The following resolution 
which he moved was carried unanimously :— 
“ That this meeting of Jewish-workers of the East End, assembled on July 5th, at 166, 
Old Montague Street, hereby approves of the movement for the abolition of Sabbath 
labour among Jewish workers. It pledges itself to support the same by becoming members 
of the Jewish National Sabbath Observance Union, and appeals to members of the Jewish 
community and the Jewish Press kindly to assist the workers in the movement. The 
meeting desires to co-operate with other organisations who are in sympathy with its 
objects.” 

Mr. C, JOSEPHS, Secretary of the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau, with 
which the Union works in co tion, urged the necessity of a proper knowledge of their 
trade by Jews—especially yout or then the shopkeepers and masters would not afford to

CONFERENCE OF WOMEN ZIONISTS IN LEEDS. 

A Conference. of delegates from societies representative of the Women 
Zionists’ Propaganda Committee was held in Leeds on Sunday. There were 
present delegates from the Manchester Daughters of Zion, the Liverpool Ladies 
Zionist-Association, the Leeds Ladies’ Zionist Association, the Leeds Ladies Zionist 
League, the Newcastle Daughters of Zion, and the Swansea Women's 
Zionist Association. Mrs. Sol Levy, of Liverpool, presided, and Mr. Maurice 
Myers, Organising Secretary of the English Zionist Federation, attended by 
invitation 

Mrs. SkFINBLOOM welcomed the delegates in the name of. the two Leeds 
societies. 

Mrs. Levy expressed the thanks of the delegates for the welcome axtended to 
them. The value of the Conference Jay in the discussion of difhculties and 
yrievances and in the exchange of ideas whi led to pleasant friendships.

Itwould be idle to pretend that the held has been wholly covered, 
and much remains to be done, both by men and women Zionists in this country. J, 
therefore, trust that your Conference wil be the means of stimulating you to further 
efforts, and that your delegates may return to their labours, heartened for the Struggle 
that lies ahead and encouraged with renewed enthusiasm to pursue their work for ou 
holy cause. | 

Mrs. WEISBERG presented: a report on the work of the Committee since the 
last Conference. She said that visits had been paid to a number of provincial 
centres as'a result of which Zionist funds had greatly benefited and Zionist work 
venerally been promoted. In the last Congressional period the societies repre- 
sen.ed on the Committee had sold 1,006 shekolhm. She deplored the inadequate 
number of women available for propaganda work and emphasised the need of 
Jewish national educational activity among Jewish girls. : 

Mrs. DiAMOND moved and Mrs. FELDMAN seconded the adoption of the 
report. 

Mr. MAURICE MYERS, having been asked to address the Conference, said that 
the Executive of the Federation viewed the work of the Women’s Societies with a 
great deal of sympathy but also with a great deal of expectation and they hoped 
that the record of work presented at that Conference would be greatly exceeded 
when the next report was presented. He emphasised the need of more extensive 
propaganda and commended -the reference in the report to educational work. 
There could be no enthusiasm for Jewish traditions and ideals unless there were 
knowledge and understanding. 

After some discussion the report was adopted, and the financial statement was 
adopted on the motion of Miss Danziger (Newcastle), seconded by Mrs. Umanski 
(Leeds). | 

The Conference proceeded to discuss a number of resolutions. 

It was resolved that all collections for Zionists fund should be remitted through 
the Propaganda Committee and not sent direct. 7 

Miss E. DANZIGER moved: * Thatthe Women's Societies pay the full amount 
of dues to the Federation in accordance with its constitution.” She explained that 
hitherto the Women’s Societies had only paid a certain fixed subscription, ‘half of 
which had been remitted to the Federation by way of dues and half. retained by 
the Committee for the purposes of propaganda. This was undesirable and caused 
confusion, She thought the Women’s Societies well able to pay the dues of 8d. 
per member demanded by the Federation. 

Mr. MAURICE MYERs said that the Executive of the Federation would greatly 
welcome the course proposed, as it would save a great deal of confusion. The 
fact that the Women’s Societies were prepared to shoulder their full burdens would 
be a great encouragement. 

The motion was carried and it was resolved that each society should pay a 
subscription of 10s. 6d. to the Propaganda Committee. : 

It was resolved to recommend to the societies to form gymnastic societies for 
Jewish girls and to hold sewing meetings and sales of work in aid of the Jewish 
_ schools, 

A seheme for establishing a scholarship for the training of a Jewish giri in 
Palestine was mooted. . 

It was resolved to request the English Zionist Federation to insert reports on 
the work of the Women’s Societies in the Monthly Bulletin. 

The delegates presented reports on the work of their societies which showed 
a very considerable amount of activity, large sums having been raised for the 

_ Jewish National Fund and other Zionist institutions.

Mr. MAURICE MYERS, in supporting the resolution, said that a little Jewish 
boy in London during a geography lesson had been asked what Leeds was 
remarkable for ard he replied.’ Matzos.” (Laughter.) Since attending the Con- 
ference that day, he had come to the conclusion that Leeds was chiefly remarkable 
for its Women Zionists. He specially welcomed the presence of the young ladies 
who had done such good work for the National Fund in Leeds. The flower of 
[srael’s maidenhood had been selling the flower of Israel's redemption. (Cheers.) 
Leeds was not alone in having enthusiastic women workers for the Zionist cause. 
He instanced the case of Miss Weisberg in Manchester. He also emphasised the 
necessity of organised work in the Zionist movement and the maintenance of 
discipline within their ranks. They must not be dismayed by. attacks and 
criticism. One gentleman who had recently returned from Palestine had told. him 
that Zionism was introducing all kinds of undesirable characters into Palestine, 
Bundists and terrorists and revolutionaries. One might as well condemn the 
Salvation Army for having jail-birds in its ranks. The fact was abnormal! condi- 
tions made abnormal lives and abnormal people. 

The Rev. M. ABRAHAMS, B.A., also supported. the resolution. He gave an 
amusing account of the persistence of the National Fund workers, and commended 
the women Zionists of Leeds for their public spirit and philanthropy. The Zionist

CONCERT NOTICES. 


This week sees the close of the summer musical season, which has been one of 
nausual brilliance. For the next few weeks concerts will be few and far between, and 


twentieth season of which starts at Queen's Hall on August 15th, continuing for ten weeks. 
As in former years, many familiar works will be included and the list of soloists is 
exceptionally attractive. 


Of the concerts of the week, the chief have been devoted to the piano. Toa certain 
extent there is always a slight prejudice against “ child prodigies,” if only for the fact that 
their youth must be taken into account when considering the worth of their interpreta- 
tions; but there is something indefinitely engaging, as well as mature, in the art of little

part of the secret of his charm of playing, and added to his wonderfully advanced execu- 
ave powers it is little wonder that he invariably rouses his audience to such a pitch of 
enthusiasm, On this occasion he again played with the Queen's Hall Orchestra under 
the sympathetic baton of Sir George Henschel, between whom and his tiny soloist there 
evidently exists the happiest of feelings. Tchaikowsky's B flat minor Concerto and the 
dificult Hungarian Fantasia of Liszt were the works chosen, and “Solomon's” interpre- 
tations were marked by an executive skill of an unusually high order. His tone was 
admirably varied between one of extreme delicacy and an impressive fortissimo that was 
really wonderful considering his physical stature. 


It is often said that a good accompanist makes a bad soloist, but this idea may 
certainly be refuted in the case of Miss Marjorie Adam, who, well-known in the first 
capacity, gave a pianoforte recital at Bechstein Hall on Wednesday week. Her wide grasp 
af musical styles stood her in good stead, and, coupled with a strong rhythmic attack and 
aft of expression, her rendering of a most comprehensive programme entities her to a 
high place on the list of feminine pianists. Variety and considerable enjoyment were 
provided by the songs of Mr. Alan MacWhirter.

Apart from the excellent cause in whose behalf the function was held, Lady Norah 
Noel's concert, at 2, Carlton House Terrace, last week, was interesting, for the two 
Jewish artists who appeared on the programme added nat a little to the afternoon's 
entertainment. Known professionally as Nancy Lee, Miss Trilnick proved to be an 
irtist of no mean abi ity, and in a prologue she recited gave evidence of the possession of 
great histrionic powers. Miss Lee isa remarkably clever child who undoubtedly has a 
tuture. The well-known Russian violinist, Mischa Violsky—a youthful coreligionist— 
made his first appearance and was accorded a hearty reception. It is anticipated that 
lady Noel's Convalescent Home for Baby Boys, at Exton, Rutland, will benefit materially 
AS the result of the concert. 


Mr. Gregory Hast is so well known as a singer, that any recital organised by him. is 
The concert, therefore, on Monday evening, at Bechstein Hall, in 
which he introduced some eighteen of his pupils to public favour, was- well attended. 
Naturally, Mr. Hast’s position as a teacher gives him choice of capital material, and the 
excellence of his teaching powers was reflected by the performances. The only fault to be 
found, and it isone far too common to the most experienced of vocalists, was a tendency 
to sing their words indistinctly,. but for the most part, extremely artistic work was done, 
and throughout a generous programme a consistently high standard was maintained. 
Special mention must be made of Miss Winifred Gray, whose rendering of the 
familiar ‘‘ Mon coeur s’ouvre A ta voix '’ (Saint-Sdens), was marked by its sense of detail! 
and tunefulness, and of Mr. Laurence Tolker whose bass voice is of wide compass. Not the 
least appreciated numbers were Mr. Gregory Hast's own contributions, which were given 
with his customary finished style and beauty of tone.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


To-morrow in the synagogue we read the story of 
Balaam, one of the most fascinating episodes described 
in the Bible. In order to be able to appreciate the 
narrative properly, one must endeavour to understand 
the primitive ideas of the ancient peoples through whose 
territories the course of the Israelites lay. 


The Terror-stricken People. 


There can be no doubt that the great triumph of 
the Israelites over the mighty host of Pharoah created a 
very profound impression upon the surrounding peoples, 


who perceived in the army of the Israelites, marchi 


through the desert towards Canaan, a very formidable 
danger. The terrors which they inspired were increased 
by victories which they had achieved over the inhospit- 
able Amorites and their allied princes. Balak, King of 
Moab, trembled at the approach of this mighty army, 
which encamped upon his border. He perceived that 
the ordinary weapons of war availed naught to stem 
their triumphant progress, and, steeped in suspicion as 
he was, he turned for aid to the arts of witchcraft and 
incantation. He thought that if he could induce some 
holy man to curse the Israelites disaster would befall 
them, and his lands be protected against them. 


The Prophet. 
He accordingly sent messengers to a dervish 


named Balaam, who enjoyed a very high reputation as 


a prophet. There is reason to believe that Balaam had 
come under the influence of early Israelitish teaching and 
possibly was influenced by the Midianites upon whom 
the teachings of Moses must have had considerable 
effect, owing to his marriage with a daughter of Midian. 
Balaam was also probelty ifted with considerable 
political insight, and perceived the ultimate issue of the 
journey of the Israelites through the wilderness. Balak 
was intensely eager to secure Balaam’s services to curse 
the Israelites, and he sent messengers from his court to 
bring Balaam so that he might pronounce the maledic- 
tion. Balaam became impressed with the feeling that 
the God of Israel was opposed to any such mission, and 
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
